Judge 


Bans Mixed Seating

NEW ORLEANS, La. (NJP)—Judge Frank J. Stich of Civil 


District Court—a Lutheran—has 


issued a preliminary injunction 


prohibiting mixed or family seating at Chevra Thilim Synagogue. 
Robert Weinstein, attorney for the supporters of me seat- 
ing, said his group plans an appeal. 


THE JUDGE “m his decision 
ruled that he had jurisdiction in 
the case even though it is an 
ecclesiastical matter, because a 
trust and donation, a civil right, 
is at issue. He citeq a U. S. Su- 
preme Court decision to support 
this ruling. 

The judge pointed out that the 
eongregation was organized for 
the worship of God according to 
the Orthodox Polish Jewish rit- 
ual, and that subsequent dona- 
tions to the synagogue were 


made on condition that the Or- 


thodox ritual be used. He said 
that mixed seating violates that 
ritual, 

He said the donation made by 
Benjamin Rosenberg, a member 
of Chevra Thilim Congregation, 
Aug. 12, 1915, stipulated that 
the building be used for Ortho- 
dox services and that in the event 
of a new building the same serv- 
ices should be maintained. 

Judge Stich ruled that when 
the congregation decided April 
12, 1943, to build the present 
structure on South Claiborne 
Ave. it accepted the wishes of do- 
nors who stipulated also that 
the Orthodox services be main- 
tained. 

But, continued the judge, the 
board of directors January 9, 
1957, authorized the institution 
of family or mixed seating, by 
an amendment of the charter. 


THE JUDGE said that the 
charter may be* amended only 
by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members, and that two-thirds of 
the eligible voters of the syna- 
gogue failed to approve the 
amendment, 

The judge then took up the 
question of whether mixed seat- 
ing’ violates the Orthodox ritual 
as prescribed in the donations 
and charter. 

He said, “Plaintiff (the op- 
ponents of mixed seating) pro- 
duced four Orthodox rabbis, who 
are all outstanding scholars and 
authorities ‘on Judaism, being 
Rabbi Solomon J. Sharfman of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., president of the 
Rabbinical Council of America; 
Rabbi David Hollander of Bronx, 
N. Y., past president of the Rab- 
binical Council of America; Rab- 
bi Eliezer Silver of Cincinnati, O., 
past president of the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis of the United 
States, and Canada, and pre- 
sently chairman of its presidium, 
and Rabbi Samson R. Weiss, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., national direc- 
tor of Young Israel, and execu- 
tive vice-president of the Union 
of Orthodox Jewish Congrega- 
tions. 


“. .. ALL AGREE that the 
Separation of the sexes in a Or- 
thodox Jewish Synagogue is a 
basic and fundamental doctrine 
of the Orthodox Jewish law. 
Shere are differences of opinion 








as to what is the proper type 
or kind of separation or mehitza, 
and therefore Orthodox Jewish 
rabbis are not in complete agree- 
ment as to what is a proper 
separation or mehitza. Some find 
one type of separation accept- 
able, but all Orthodox rabbis, 
both in the United States and 
abroad, are in agreement that 
there must be some type of sep- 
aration between the men and 
the women in an Orthodox Jew- 
ish synagogue. If men and wo- 
men are seated together side by 
side in a synagogue, that syna- 
gogue has no separation of any 
kind and therefore such a syna- 
lacks the necessary sanctity, 
called kedusha, and is not an 
Orthodox Jewish synagogue.” 

He said that, besides the ex- 
perts, affidavits from 75 rabbis 
corroborated this statement. He 
pointed out that the chief rabbi 
of Israel, Rabbi Isaac Halevi 
Herzog, and the chief rabbi of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions also said that mixed seat- 
ing is contrary to Orthodox cus- 
toms. 


RABBI HERGOZ said, “the 
separation of men and women 
in a synagogue during worship 
is an essential tenet of the Jew- 
ish religion.” 

The judge quoted the British 
rabbi as saying that the “sitting 
together of men and women 
during divine service in a syna- 
gogue is contrary to the Jewish 
religious law.” 

The judge then examined the 
testimony of two witnesses pro- 
duced by the faction favoring 
mixed seating — Rabbi David 
Aronson of Minneapolis, Minn., 
and Rabbi Jacob Agus of Baliti- 
more, Md. He said these were 
Conservative Jewish rabbis. The 
judge said their testimony 
showed “that while they do not 
agree with the strict orthodox in- 
terpretation of the Jewish law, 
scriptures and text they do agree 
that under the strict Jewish or- 
thodox law .. . men and women 
are. forbidden to sit together 
without a separation in an Or- 
thodox Jewish synagogue.” 


STICH ALSO took up the con- 
tention of the mixed seating ad- 
vocates that their rule allowing 
men and women to sit side by 
side is no departure from the 
custom which previously existed 
in the synagogue. The advocates 
of mixed seating said that men 
and women have been seated in 
different sections separated only 
by four feet, and this is no 
separation of the sexes. 

But the judge ruled that this 
was a separation and that a sep- 
aration of sexes has existed at 
the synagogue since its founding 
in -1887, , 





Bulgaria Move 
Seen Threat to

‘Curtain’ Exit 

NEW YORK (NJP)—Informed 
sources here expressed anxiety 
this week over the report Bul- 
garia has halted emigration to 
Israel. 

IT IS FEARED this may her- 
ald Soviet pressure on Poland 
and Hungary to also block emi- 
gration in response to Arab de- 
mands, 

The report originated from 
Bulgaria’s Chief Rabbi, on a 
visit to Israel. He said in Tel 
Aviv that the Bulgarian govern- 
ment has halted granting immi- 
gration visas, although visas for 
tourism are still permitted. 

Effim Kresteff, executive of- 
ficer Free Hungarian Commit- 
tee, told The POST and OPIN- 
ION Bulgarian Communist gov- 
ernment would not be free to 
change policy without tactic con- 
sent or instruction from Moscow. 

AN ISRAEL GOVERNMENT 
spokesman said Arab agitation 
against immigration is rapidly 
increasing, and that Khrushev 
recently admitted he looks for- 
ward favorably to ending of 
Jewish emigration. 

Possibility exists that the Bul- 
garian move is first implementa- 
tion of new  anti-immigration 
decrees in the Soviet orbit.

TEL AVIV (WNS) — The 


Bulgarian Government has 
halted the granting of visas to 
Jews desiring to emigrate to Is- 
rael, according to reports re- 
ceived here. Of the 6,000 Jews in 
Bulgaria some 2,000 hope to 
migrate to Israel. 





Britain Won't Act to Halt 
Oil Companies’ Pull-Out 

LONDON (NJP)—THE BRIT- 
ISH GOVERNMENT has _indi- 
cated it will not intervene in the 
decision of Shell Oil and British 
Petroleum to pull out of Israel 
under Arab pressure, 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said the government, which 
holds 56 per cent of the British 
Petroleum voting stock, did not 
interfere with the “day-to-day 
commercial operation of the 
company,” nor in its commer- 
cial decisions. 

Both companies told Israel 
they were under severe pres- 
sure from Arab countries to 
drop their Israeli operations. 
Their decision is widely re- 
garded as a political one, the 
London Jewish Chronicle said 
this week. 

THE LONDON TIMES called 
the decision “profoundly  dis- 
quieting.” Three _ prominent 
British political leaders wrote a 
letter of protest to the Times on 
the companies’ decision. They 
were Herbert Morrison, ex-Lab- 
our party Foreign Secretary, 
Walter Elliot, veteran Conserva- 
tive party leader, and Clement 
Davies, former Minister of 
Health, and former leader of the 
Liberal party.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (NJP)—Anti-Semitic hoodlums showed 
signs of renewed activity here recently when a Jewish storekeeper 
was hanged in effigy from a sign in front of his delicatessen. 

Harold “Skippy” Burstein, owner of the store which is lo- 
cated in a Gentile neighborhood, seemed unconcerned about the 


incident. 

“IT WASN’T there when I 
closed the night before and the 
police found it around midnight. 
I know of no one in the neighbor- 
hood who has anything against 
me. I’ve been there for about 
10 years and I’ve enjoyed good 
relations with everyone,” he said. 

Residents in the area bore him 
out. Said one: “Skippy Burstein? 
Nobody has anything against him 
around here. Especially not the 
kids. He treats them swell.” 

The six-foot crude dummy was 








removed by the police who are 
investigating. 

This was the second serious 
anti-Semitic outbeak in this city,

Shapiro Confirms Zionist Split; 
ZOA: ‘Much Ado About Nothing’

NEW YORK (NJP)—The open rupture in world Zionist 
relations was confirmed here to The POST and OPINION by 
Ezra Z. Shapiro, president of the new American Jewish League 


from Israel. 


SHAPIRO, JUST BACK from Israel, pointed out his group 
broke from the Zionist Organization of America on the same 
issue—afliliation with Israel’s political parties. 

He blamed Dr. Emanuel Neumann, ZOA head, for the 
split, charging that Neumann had refused to yield on the 
World Confederation’s link to the General Zionist party.

General Zionists Break Up 
Over Political Party Ties 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — THE WORLD CONFEDERATION of 


General Zionists split this week on the issue of identification with 
Israel political parties, paving the way for two new world Zionist 
organizations, the Jerusalem Post reported. 

Israel’s General Zionist party, the Zionist Organization of 


America, and other groups af- 
filiated with the General Zion- 
ist Party in the Diaspora, will 
probably set up a new world 
group. They comprise about 
half of the present Confedera- 
tion. 

The other. groups—which were 
opposed to identification with 


the GZ party — will remain in 
the present organization. It in- 
cludes Hadassah, and ZO units 
in Canada, Mexico, Argentina 
and Europe. A _ statement on 


behalf of the group was issued 
by Mrs. Rose Halprin of New 
York, former president of Ha- 
dassah and now acting chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency ex- 
ecutive in New York. 

Mrs. Halprin said that only 
Zionist organizations in the 
Diaspora not affiliated with 
parties in Israel can join the 
Confederation. The Progressive 
Party, which was a member of 
the Confederation, will remain 
aloof from both organizations. 

Mrs. Halprin declared the Con- 
federation had been inoperative 
since the Zionist Congress ended 
here recently because of the 
deadlock on the issue of identt- 
fication, 





ZIONISTS TO 
REORGANIZE 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — 
Complete reorganization of 
the Zionist movement has 
been recommended by the 
Zionist general council here 
in a compromise move de- 
signed to forestall objections 
of American Zionists, 

The new set-up would 
break the World Zionist Or- 
ganization up into territorial 
federations, with each na- 
tional organization having 
the power to regulate its 
own elections and opera 
tions, both as_to form ang 
substance, without benefit 
of directives from the Zion- 
ist General Council. Eaci 
federation will also decide 
whether it will admit indi- 
vidual members or require 
them to belong to estab- 
lished Zionist organizations.

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Goldmann Can Speak for Israel 
If He Settles Here: Ben-Gurion

TEL AVIV (NJP) — Israel’s 
tough outspoken 71-year - old 
Premier Ben-Gurion cracked 
down without hesitation on Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee at his 
first press con- 
ference with 
foreign cor- 
respondents, 
attended by 
this writer. 

Ben - Gurion 
had refused to 
meet the press 
ever since he 
became Prime 
Minister, 





Ben-Gurion 
AFTER MORE than nine years 
of persuasion by the Israel Gov- 


ernment Press Office, he con- 
sented to see the accredited for- 
eign correspondents, but not the 
local newsmen, at his office here. 

Ben-Gurion answered all ques- 
tions, without exception, includ- 
ing some very tricky ones. But 
he also spoke his mind in no 


uncertain terms whenever he 
wanted to. 

“Mr. Prime Minister,” one 
American correspondent asked, 


“what do you think of Dr. Na- 
hum Goldmann’s recent efforts 


to start peace talks with the 
Arabs?” 

BEN-GURION SMILED as he 
replied: “Goldmann? Making 
peace? With whom? Perhaps 
sometime Dr. Goldmann could 
speak in Israel’s name — if he 
settles here. He is certainly a 
very capable man. He _ could 


become an Israeli cabinet minis- 
ter, perhaps even prime minis- 
ter. But he does not represent 
Israel and cannot speak in Is- 
rael’s name as long as he does 
not settle here. ., .” 

Asked, “What do you think 
of the Engel Committee’s (the 
American Jewish Committee 
which visited Israel recently) 
suggestions that Israel should 
relax its military government 
rule over certain areas inhab- 
ited by Arab minorities and that 
it should treat Israel’s Arabs 
betier?” 

“IT'S NONE of their business. 
I assume that members of the 
American Jewish Committee are 
loyal American citizens, and as 
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,;such, they should not mix into 
the internal affairs of other 
countries. They have no right 
te do that. As to the problems 
mentioned we maintained and 
maintain military government 
rule in certain areas not because 
we like it, but because it is 
necessary, and was made neces- 
sary by the Arabs themselves,” 

Ben-Gurion clashed with Seth 
King of the New York Times, 
who wanted to pin him down as 
to the exact number of Arab 
refugees Israel was prepared to 
take back should a_ general 
settlement on refugee repatria- 
tion be reached, 

After a lively discussion, Ben- 
Gurion exclaimed: ‘Forgive me, 
Mr. King, but I think your ques- 
tions are illogical and their ap- 
proach lacks logic. Any normal 
Jew who is proud of himself 
prefers to live among his own 
people under his own govern- 
ment in his own country. 

“T assume that the Arabs are 
not worse than Jews and that 
they, too, would prefer to live 
in Arab countries, among their 
own Arab brothers, under Arab 
governments, should they be re- 
settled, given fair financial and 
material help and profitable em- 
ployment.”

with this answer: “Very well, 
Mr, Prime Minister, let us say { 





the Arabs will take a million 
refugees if you take back, let 
us say, 100,000. Would you 
agree to do that?” 

“Mr. King, your question is 
still without logic.

Britain To Tax 


Nazi Reparations 


LONDON (WNS) People 
in Britain receiving compensa- 
tions from the West German 
Government as victims of Na- 
zism must pay personal taxes 
on their income from that source. 
The issue was settled by Parlia- 
ment when it approved the gov- 
ernment proposed financial bill.

“And not all Jewish day 
schools use Hebrew as a lan- 
guage of instruction in the He. 
brew departments. We who do 
use Hebrew do so because we 
feel it is not just an instrument 
of English, but rather that as a 
language of instruction it has 
a positive force of its own, 
bringing us into a closer attach- 
ment to and a deeper under.

He said that both Flam 
and Savitt on ability surpass 
Golden “by far’ and that Golden 
had been to Israel already, ‘“Any- 
way,” Silver said, “the point is 
not in winning, it’s in spreading 
goodwill.” 

Sloan added that Golden had 
‘not submitted any application” 
and said the Wilmette, Ill., star 
had not replied to any of the 
committee’s correspondence. 

Golden this week angrily de- 
clared’ that the statements by 
Sloan and Silver were “mislead- 
ing” and “disparaging.” He de- 
clared “as long as this thing Is 
in the open, I want to give my 
side of it.” He said he didn’t 
blame Sloan for “backing up” 
his aide, Silver, but he noted 
that the team is put together by 
invitation, not by applications. 
Golden added that “As far as 
correspondence is concerned, I 
haven't got any from the com- 
mittee.” 


GOLDEN POINTED out that 
he is ranked 10th nationally, 
Flam second, but that Savitt is 
unranked. Golden, however, did 


beat Flam in their only meeting 
this year, in the Dallas Invita- 
tion tournament. 

Of last year’s top 10. nation- 
ally, three players—Art Larsen, 
Bob Perry and Ham Richardson— 
are out of action. Three others 
—Ed Moylan, Sam Giammalva, 
and Gil Shea — have compiled 
spotty records this year. 

Golden, who is having his best 
season, could easily be ranked 
third or fourth, were the na- 
tional rankings to come out now. 
Ahead of him would be Vic Seix- 
as, Flam and Bernard Bartzen. 
Savitt, on his play, would be 
scmewhere in that group, but 
he has played less tournaments 
than the others. 


THUS, THREE of the top five 
current active U.S. amateurs are 
Jewish. They are in line both 
for the Davis Cup and the Mac- 
cabi team selections. 

Golden doesn’t think either 
Flam or Savitt would be willing 
to make the Israel trip. “I’m not 
minimizing their games—they’re 
both wonderful players,’ he 
said: However, Flam wants to 
make the trip to Australia, and 
if Savitt wouldn’t play Davis 
Cup, I don’t think he’d play in 
Israel.” 

Golden, who was on the Davis 
Cup squad jin 1952, played in 
early-round American Zone 
matches this year. He won the 
Chattanooga tourney, and was 
runner-up in both the Triple A 
and Tri-State events. In the na- 
tional clay court tournament last 
week, Grant upset Ashley Coop- 
er, generally regarded as the 
world’s top amateur player, and 
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lost a close quarter-final match 
to Bartzen. Bartzen barely lost 
to Seixas, who nipped Flam for 
the title. In the doubles, Golden 
went to the semis. The previous 
week he paired with his father, 
Abe, to reach the finals of the 
national father and son doubles. 

GOLDEN reiterated his charge 
that Silver was disregarding him 
for the team on the basis of a 
personal quarrel during the 1953 
Maccabiad, 

He then declared that Silver 
left the team “completely on its 
own” in Israel. “We never saw 
him at a match or practice ses- 
sion.” 

Golden said that when he was 
playing in a grass tournament 
at Orange before the trip to Is- 
wael, Silver asked him and Anita 


ers, to play in an exhibition the 
next day 50 miles away on clay, 
to raise money for the team. 
Golden agreed to do this. He said 
“When we got to the club, there 
was nobody there.” After driv- 
ing back to Orange, he told Sil- 
ver about it. “Silver dismissed 
it with ‘somebody must have 
fouled up’,’ Golden said. 

Golden said he had given some 
20 exhibitions and clinics in Is- 
rael, and had done what he could 
to help improve Israeli tennis. 
He explained that he had writ- 
ten Bob Morrison, then head of 
the U.S. Committee for Sports 
for Israel, thanking him for the 
opportunity to play in Israel, and 
apologizing for any personal dif- 
ferences between himself and 
Silver. Morrison replied that 
there were “no particular prob- 
lems,” Golden said. 

The ex-Northwestern player 
has played all over the world— 
Japan, England, Europe, Austra- 
lia, and South America. He was 
given an army command ribbon 
and medal from the Japanese 
government for his efforts in be- 
half of Far Eastern tennls. 

“I'd probably not be able to 
play in the Maccabiad now,” 
Golden said. “My wife is expect- 
ing in October. But I feel that 
the remarks by Silver and Sloan 
were unjustified, and should be 
answered.”

Leonard’s Closest Shave — 


A Fight To 





IT WON’T BE LONG NOW 
until 10 years have slid into the 
past since Benny Leonard took 
his final count. , 

Fittingly, Leonard died as he 
had 


the most brilliant 
-phase of’ his 
life, in the 
confines of a 
boxing ring. 
Of course, his 
last moments 
came as a ref- 
eree, not a 
‘ fighter. 
The nine-odd 
years since 
Vass then have 
served more to dim the lustre 
of his accomplishments than to 
erase his fame. Few are the 
fight fans who have not heard 
of Leonard, who do not accept 
him as one of the great boxers 
of all time, but fewer still are

those who recall his actual 
fights. 
Among those thinned ranks 


the memory of his battles with 
Lew Tendler, Johnny Dundee, 
Charlie White. Johnny Kilbane 
and other standouts of his era 
are still vivid.

LEONARD’S BATTLE with 


Mitchell was memorable in more 
ways than one.

Is was the first prize fight seen 
by Al Smith, then governor of 
New York. And it was possibly 
the first fight ever promoted, by 
a woman, a member of New 
York’s “400,” no less.

| Two seconds more and his head 


cleared and at the count of nine 
he rose to his feet. He stalled 


Mitchell for the rest of the round. 

For the better part of five 
more rounds the battle continued. 
But Mitchell hag shot his bolt. 
He had come close to separating 
Leonard and the lightweight 
crown but he could do no more. 
Benny knocked him out in the 
sixth round. 

As the years roll on the name 
of Benny Leonard may continue 
to occupy a lofty position in the 
annals of boxing — it almost 
certainly will. But it seems tragic 
that his accomplishments will 
be retained so imperfectly in 
writing. a few crude’ films and 
the fading memories of the ever 
fewer who saw him fight. 

Almost certainly, the one bout 
to be remembered most vividly 
and the longest will be the battle 
with Mitchell.

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Israeli Press Has Great Freedom Despite Efforts to Curb It

HAIFA—The nature and functions of the press 
in Israel] have come in for considerable discussion 
here of late, especially in view of the imminent 
implementation of regulations which will to an 
extent curb some of the freedom of the press. 


A NEWSPAPER IN ISRAEL can print almost 
anything it wishes.so long as it 
' does not violate national defense 
and security, “or leads to riots, 
breach of the peace, etc. The re- 
: sult has been a_ license which 
branches of the government and 
courts of law have felt called 
upon to curb from time to time. 
Since most of the daily press of 
the country is owned and pub- 
j lished by political parties, they 
Alpert frequently permit partisan inter- 
ests to interfere with undistorted presentation of 
the facts, and the question, “what newspaper do 
you read?” has more significance in Israel than in 
almost any other cduntry in the world. 

There is a great difference between support 
given by a paper to a political party—and the pub- 
lication of a paper by the party itself. In the latter 
case it is morally out of the question for the

a permit before he goes into business. Theoreti- 
cally, this gives the government a_ stranglehold 
over the situation, but in fact there are more than 
20 daily’ newspapers published in Israel, for a 
population of less than two million people. 

Compare this with the situation in any large 
American city... We seem to be a nation of too 
many papers, yet every party and every fragmen- 
tary point of view seeks its own outlet and its 
own mouthpiece. There have been charges that 
permission is not freely given for publication of 
new papers in foreign languages. 


TO OBTAIN A PERMIT, a publisher must 
show that he has attained a certain standard of 
education, that his record is clear as a law-abiding 
citizen, and that he has a reasonable degree of 
proficiency in the language in which his paper is 
to appear. 

Attempts to censor the press have not always 
been successful. The most important case in re- 
cent years was that in 1953 when the Communist 
daily, Kol Ha-Am, published a violent attack against 
the Israel government and certain of its leaders 
for their collaboration with the United States in 
its “capitalistic imperialistic ambitions.” 


THE MINISTER OF THE INTERIOR used his 
administrative powers to close the paper down for 


“evil tendency” was not sufficient for interfering 
with freedom of the press. 

The Attorney General has pursued his search 
for additional power, however. Some newspapers 
have gone wild in their comments on the progress 
ef certain important trials, and the government 
has felt that inflammatory press reports have af- 
fected the course of the cases. The Attorney Gen- 
eral has forcefully presented his views that con- 
sidering the great power wielded by a journalist 
in shaping the opinions and molding the views of 
the nation, it is absurd that of all professions, only 
the journalist is not required to have any special 
training. Anyone who can sit at a typewriter or 
who can hold a pencil is given immense influence, 
and he then proceeds to claim immunity from su- 
pervision, claiming freedom of the press. 


THERE IS NO COMPLAINT against the mili- 
tary censorship which exists in Israel. Public se- 
curity is uppermost in everyone’s mind and no edi- 
tor or reporter would willfully violate the code set 
up by the defense authorities. It is only rarely. 
that a paper will appear with the name of a mili- 
tary unit, or a specific location blacked out at the 
Jjast moment by the eagle eye of the security 
watchmen.

BARBARA BREIT NAMED 
TO MACCABI NET TEAM

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—The 
U. S. women’s tennis team for 
the international Maccabi Games 
jn Israel probably will include 
Barbara Breit and Dorothy Le- 
vine Watman. 

This was disclosed this week 
by Charles Silver, chairman for 
the selection committee. He 
had already announced last week 
that those being considered for 


the men’s squad include Herb 
Flam, Dick Savitt and Mike 
Franks. 

Silver, who is also_ tennis 


columnist for the Newark News, 
said the selections are _ being 
based both on talent and the de- 
sire to get “new blood’—athletes 
who have not yet been to Israel. 

THIS, HE SAID, was the rea- 
son Grant Golden, who swept 
the Maccabi tennis champion- 
ships four years ago, was not 
being asked to rejoin the team. 

Golden had attributed his ex- 
clusion from the squad to a 
squabble with Silver. 

The tennis chairman told The 
POST and OPINION that Miss 
Breit, from North Hollywood, 
Cal., a high-ranking player two 
years ago, is making a come- 
back in tennis. 

MRS. WATMAN, a former na- 
tional indoor tennis champion, 
will be asked to make the trip 
if she plays the summer circuit, 
Silver added. 

The U. S. Commission for 
Sports in Israel, which sponsors 
the American Maccabean team, 
has allocated enough funds for 
only two men and two women 
on the tennis team, Silver dis- 
closed. 

And even then, he said, the 
commission still must raise the 
necessary funds. He said each 
athlete will cost the commission 
$1,500 and the organization is 
seeking $150,000 so it can send 
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an over-all team of 100 to the 
Maccabi Games. 


SILVER SAID it is almost 
definite that Franks will be one 
of the U. S. tennis players. He 
has already expressed his de- 
sire to go to Israel, Silver said. 
Whether Flam, ranked second 
nationally, will be the second 
member of the team depends on 
his progress in the grass court 
circuit. If he wins a champion- 
ship, commitmepts tied to that 
championship may prevent him 
from participating in the Mac- 
cabi Games. 

In that case, Silver said, there 
is plenty of other Jewish talent 
on the tennis courts and plenty 
of time to choose from among 
it. Silver explained> that his 
team won’t leave for Israel un- 
til the week after Labor Day.

The 
Brazilians thought it was a good 
shot, which would have deuced 
the game again, but the lineman 
called it out, ending the match. 

Davidman took a _ set from 
Vieira in the closing singles 
match before bowing, 4-6, 6-4, 
6-3, 6-2, while Fernandez beat 
Avidan, 7-5, 6-3, 9-7, in a close 
tussle.

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Peanut-Sorting Machine 


Is Invented by 


HAIFA (NJP)—An_Israel-in- 
vented and manufactured peanut 
sorting machine is now in oper- 
ation in Haifa Bay. The machine, 
invented by Yavniel ifronmonger 
Avraham Lipshitz, has upped 
the final hand-sorteq productivi- 
ty norms from 150 pounds to 
almost 500 pounds per worker 
per day. . 

No similar machines are in op- 
eration elsewhere in the world, 
as they are not needed in pea- 
nut-growing countries that -use 
the major parts of their crops 
for manufacturing oil and oil 
by-products, which needs no 
sorting of the peanuts. 


IN COUNTRIES which do ex- 
port peanuts for eating, such as 
Egypt and Mexico, the wages 
are so low that it is not neces- 
sary to mechanize the sorting 
process. However, in Israel, 
there have been numerous re- 
fusals to work because of the 
low wages offered on a _ plece- 
work basis for hand-sorting. 

Now, only the final process- 
ing, to pick out the poor quality 
peanuts which the machine 
passes by, is done by hand. The 
machine built by Lipshitz and 
his young Tel Aviv engineer 
cousin, Uzi Sharon, cleans the 
dirt from the nuts, and sorts 
them according to size. No clog- 
gable screens are used. 

Instead, compressed air blows 
the peanuts into the variou 
compartments and at the same

time, an updraft blows broken 
shells and pieces over the top 
and into a refuse bin. This en- 
ables packing of clean, whole 
nuts, bringing a higher consum- 
er price from export markets 
throughout Europe.

Remove 
skin and fat. Slice. Heat in curry 
gravy, reserving half of the 
tongue to serve cold next day.

3 lbs. chopped beef 
3 eggs 
1% cups soft bread crumbs

Serve the frankfur- 
ter garnished loaf cold, cut into 
slices, garnished with radishes 
and greens. Good with cold ma- 
caroni salad. The third loaf may 
be reheated in the foil, or in 
gravy made by thiékening a can 
of kosher beef soup with an 
einbren of 2 tbisps, flour and 2 
tblsps. shortening.

Shulhan Aruh 











V’VE SAID IT before and I 
say it again. We can learn much 
about our past by closer study 
of the Shulhan Aruh. I have 
never yet picked up the book 
without coming away with some 
new insight or some interesting 
information. 

For instance, we note in the 
chapter on “Things Forbidden 
Because a Male May Not Put on 
a Woman’s Garment” (This was 
one of the original 613 Command- 
ments found in the Torah) that 
“A man is forbidden to pick even 
one gray hair from amidst the 
black ones (or to dye one gray 
hair) inasmuch as this is the 
beautifying of a woman... ” 

It seems clear from that state- 
ment that at the time the Shul- 
han Aruh was written the cus- 
tom had not yet grown up re- 
quiring women to shave off their 
hair on marrying, never to let it 
grow again. 

THEN, TOO, we might under- 
stand better why in Jewish life 
in the past there were few sul- 
cides, even though life was not 
always pleasant. We are told in 
the chapter on suicides that 
“there is none more wicked than 
one who has committed suicide. 
For the sake of one individual 
was the world created, thus he 
who destroys one soul is consid- 
ered as though he had destroyed 
the whole world,” writes the au- 
thor. “Therefore one should not 
attend to him, neither should one 
rend the garment nor mourn for 
him who had destroyed himself, 
nor should a funeral oration be 
pronounced on his behalf.”

EVEN SO tradition tried to be 
fair. He was to be “cleansed, 
dressed in shrouds and buried, 
sinte whatever is done in honor 
of the living should be done 
for him.”

IT SEEMS THAT on the first 
day of mourning the mourner is 
forbidden to eat the first meal 
of his own food. “Therefore it 
is a religious duty for his neigh- 
bors to send him the first meal. 
This is called the meal of con- 
dolence. Some authorities held 
that on the first day the mourner 
is not allowed to eat of his own 
even if he eats many times dur- 
ing that day.” 

And then the writer must have 
stopped to picture the possibili- 
ties. For he goes on to soften 
this stand. “If however, he should 
not desire to eat until nightfall, 
inasmuch as the first day has 
passed, he is permitted to eat of 
his own food. It is therefore 
proper for one who lives by him- 
self in a village and he has no 
one who will send him the meal 
of condolence, to fast until night- 
fall; nevertheless, if he cannot 
fast, since he is not obliged to 
distress himself, he is permitted 
to eat of his own food.”

‘Spiritual Gulf’ 
Widens Between

Israel, Diaspora 

TEL AVIV (NJP) — A spiri- 
tual gulf between Israel and 
Jews in the Diaspora is widen- 
ing, Dr. Emanuel Neuman, Zion- 
ist Organization of America 
president, and top ZOA official 
Abraham Goodman, both de- 
clared here. 

Neuman said the trend—which 
he declared was initiated by Is- 
raelj leaders — would produce 
two philosophies, one of the 
Diaspora and the Canaanite phil- 
osophy of the Israelis. The ZOA, 
he said, would fight against any- 
thing which could affect world 
Jewish unity. 

Goodman said Israeli youth

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BETTER JEWISH HUSBANDS 


THE BRITISH newspaper columnist who said that 
Jews do not make better husbands (NJP, July 26) seems 
te be mixed up in her definitions. 

What she really meant to say in simple language when 
she declared that Jewish husbands treat their wives too 
good is that Jews make the finest husbands. 

“They encourage their wives to make more and more 
demands,” Olga Franklin told a London Jewish audience. 

This is the first time we’ve heard this charge. 


BUT THE REVERSE accusation — that Jewish wives 
are too demanding —if it isn’t characteristic of British 
Jewish society has some validity when applied to the United 
States Jewish community. 

The newspaperwoman said Jewish men make bad hus- 
bands because they pamper and spoil their wives, and 
never come home without presents. 

She evidently seems to prefer the approach of her 
countrymen, who expect and seem to get the kind of treat- 
ment which makes him lord of the manor, with no female 
in the family daring to question his decisions. This is for- 
eign to Jewish life, where the woman is the head of the 
home, and is consulted in almost all important matters. 


CREDO OF A JEW 


REVERBERATIONS to the Credo of a Jew which Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion enunciated last week will be 
heard for a long time to come. And this is all to the good. 

The more concentration on some of the questions 
which the Prime Minister sought to answer by his Credo, 
the more acceptable will be the answers that are finally 
worked out. 

The concept of the peoplehood of Israel, which Ben- 
Gurion used as a basis for developing his theory of the 
relationship of Jews of the world to Jews of Israel is 
hardly new, yet it required some years before this idea 
became general belief in our day, with some elements of 
the community still disputing it. 


IF, IN HIS USUAL forthright manner, Ben-Gurion 
handled a little roughly the role of Jews of the Diaspora 
in the communities in which they live, there is consider- 
able honesty to his conclusions. Yet it is here that his 
Credo will be attacked most heatedly. 

The Messianic thread that Ben-Gurion weaves through- 
out his Credo sounds a little too pious coming from the 
lips of a Socialist, but one must remember that the goal 
of any honest society differs but little from the goal of 
true religion. Yet it is this same Messianism which Jews 
of the Diaspora use to justify their remaining outside of 
Israel. 

With some validity Diaspora Jews, while recognizing 
the disabilities they encounter just because they are Jews, 
declare that they hope to play a role in creating a freer 
and more just society, which is the same Messianism. 

The Credo makes no accommodation for a creative 
and fruitful life for Jews in the Diaspora, and therein is 
one of its major weaknesses. Dispersion may not be the 
kind of existence that the Jewish people might have de- 
- cided on had they had a choice, but dispersion is a major 
fact of Jewish life today. Since, for years to come, if not 
forever, this will be true, then the role of Jews of the 
Diaspora must not be made subservient to the role of Jews 
anywhere else. Each can and will make his contribution. 

Ben-Gurion errs, too, in our opinion, when he seeks 
to assign to Israel’s newer friends equal roles in aiding the 
state. The aid that is coming to Israel from non-Zionists 
should not be belittled, but by the same token the faithful 
Zionist should not be given a lower role in order to placate 
the non-Zionist. 


A WISER APPROACH might have sought to end the 
false distinction between Zionist and non-Zionist. The 
non-Zionist who helps Israel is a Zionist who holds reser- 
vations, most of them theoretical, at this time. 

In his summation, the Prime Minister makes an im- 
passioned plea for closer connection between the Jews of 
Israel and those of the Diaspora. Only time will tell if 
his analysis of the growing disparity of the two Jewries is 
accurate. 

Very likely he is right when he says that in many 
ways the Israeli and the Jew in the Diaspora will develop 
different characteristics. And herein is where the con- 
cept of the peoplehood of Israel will be most valuable in 
building a strong bond between Diaspora Jew and Israeli. 
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NO ONE WHO KNOWS journalism these 
days could fail to overlook the fact that a 
principle development of the past decades has 
been the emphasis on interests of women. 
Many important magazines, some of the larg- 
est, are women’s magazines, and the daily 
papers all have special sections for women. 

We here at The POST and OPINION 
recognize this development and consequently 
have shaped a good deal of our policies With 
Jewish women in mind. 

But as in everything else done with so 
much necessary compromising, especially in 
the Jewish field, we are not anywhere near 
our goal in this respect. 


BUT IN TIME, we'll put out a women’s 
section which will do justice to the American 
Jewish women. 


A letter enclosing two subscriptions from 
Mrs. Joseph D. Schecter, of Columbus, Ohio, 
who has voluntarily sent us a large num- 
ber of readers, brings these thoughts to mind. 
We're sure she'll be pleased to see how our 
views coincide with hers, 


“As a subscriber I have talked about 
your paper often and these two individuals, 
together with many others who have 
already subscribed, have expressed their 
desire to become regular readers of your 
newspaper. 

“IT have never written any personal 
comments to you or any other paper. I 
would like the opportunity of expressing 
myself as one very interested in B'nai 
B’rith Women and the projects they sup- 


eee al 


port. I sometimes wonder why very little 
publicity is given to the efforts of the 
135,000 Jewish womeri of America affili- 
ated with B’nai Brith and why their 
projects both here and abroad, especially 
in Israel, receive so little mention in your 
columns. 

“Personally, my affiliation and efforts 
are concerned with all phases of Jewish 
endeavors, being active in all organiza- 


tions and especially in the United Jewish 
Fund and the Jewish community projects 
here in Columbus. Especially am I in- 
volved in the plans for the aged as well as 
education for our youth. I am at present 
the chairman of the board of our syna- 
gogue’s Sunday School, which has an en- 
rollment of more than 450 youngsters. 
Each year I have looked forward to the 
Education issue of The POST, and, of 
course, shall expectantly await the Au- 
gust 9th issue devoted to Jewish Educa- 
tion. 

“Your widespread coverage of news 
of interest to our people has been most 
provocative, and I have watched with in- 
terest your expansion into many fields 
of reporting. Good luck with all of your 
undertakings! It would be most inter- 
esting to periodically present as a page 
of interest to women—coverage of the con- 
tribution and importance of the many, 
many organizations through which wom- 
en volunteer their time and their funds 
in behalf of their fellow men. Many 
times you comment on the obligations 
undertaken by women and that more and 
more women are assuming the leadership 
and promotion of our Jewish heritage.

DEVARIM: 


Moses and Isaiah — 
The Chastisements of Love 
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THIS YEAR, Shabbas Chazon falls upon 
Shabbas Devarim and thus two greatnesses 
are brought together. The first chapter of 
Isaiah becomes the Haftara to the first three 
chapters of Deuteronomy and we are made 
aware of some striking similarities between 
Moses and Isaiah. 

They were both noble- 
men, born to princely fam- 
ilies and early introduced to 
court etiquette, to affairs of 
state and to the uses of 
power. They were both 
uniquely endowed with imagi- 
nation and the mastery of 
fact. They were equally at 

—% home with the language of 

Weinstein poetry and tie language of 
statecraft. They could with equal facility 
draw a battle plan or an elegy. 

Devarim and Chazon—words and vision 
were not antithetical in them. Neither did 
they escape from action into words nor from 
words into dreams. Their language was a 
form of action, summarizing its meaning, 
sharpening its purpose, validating its results. 
Their action was in turn a form of language 
having the power of direct communication 
and the dnamic symbolism of import beyond 
the felt and seen. 


THE FIRST CHAPTERS of Deuteronomy 
constitute the first of Moses’ summary dis- 
courses in which he evaluates the 40 years 
of wilderness wanderings, draws the hard- 
won lessons from them and implants them 
deeply in the hearts of the people, after 
stirring them up mightily, removing the hard- 
crust resistance and callousness and arro- 
gance which still lingered in their hearts, It 
is deep calling unto deep—the faith of a man 
in a people that has often been faithless, 


Moses clearly prepares the groundwork of 
his faith in the people. He does not over- 
look their obstinacy, their hard-headedness 
and lust and greed and pettiness. Moses is no 
hermit. He may have spent 40 days alone 
in Sinai, but he has been completely im- 
mersed in the daily life of this people for 40 
years, He has richly earned his right to be 
devastatingly critical. 

Still, Moses is not only the people’s 
leader. He is also God’s servant. God’s pur- 
poses, as He glimpses them, demand that the 
people live and that they be the chosen mis- 
sionaries of His .plan for mankind’s redemp- 
tion. When he places Goa’s purpose over the 
contours of the people’s history and character, 


Moses finds the faith that enables him to 
prepare this rather inadequate material to 
be the instrument of eternal values. 


THERE MAY BE certain desperate mo- 
ments of dreadful doubt as the unrelieved 
tale of willful rebelliousness comes before 
his memory, but the ultimate mood is as- 
cendant and triumphant. The reader sus- 
pects that the turgid vehemence of some of 
Moses’ discourse is a last violent attempt to 
free himself from his own doubts. 

Isaiah also speaks at the end of 40 years 
of service as the mentor, leader and com- 
forter of the people. He sees them now, not 
as Moses saw them—about to enter the 
Promised Land; but on the very threshold of 
Senacherib’s campaign to capture Jerusalem 
and take the people captive. Here, too, it re- 
quired a supreme faith in the ultimate de- 
sign of Providence to keep so realistic a 
statesman from accepting the logic of the 
reality situation. Isaiah converts historic

BOTH MOSES AND ISAIAH had the 
prophetic gift of seeing events in divine per- 
spective. This enabled them to save the peo- 
ple from despair in defeat and from arro- 
gance in victory. They were the two major 
architects of “dedicated peoplehood,” a qual- 
ity that was to inform Western Nationalism 
with Messianic overtones and to give it ag- 
gressive imperialistic drives as well as high 
moral responsibilities. Israel’s resurgence a9 
a nation-state may help swing the balance in 
favor of the universal ethics implicit in mod- 
ern nationalism and bring about the vision of 
Isaiah, which he saw beyond the destruction 
of the Temple, to those later days when “the 
mountain of the Lord’s House would be es- 
tablished as the top of the mountains‘. . + 
and all nations shall flow unto it.”

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Kosher Meat Too High 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

I have recently had the pleas- 
ure of diseussing with Rabbi 
Joseph Rackovsky the splendid 
fight he has been waging in 
order to preserve Judaism and 
the survival of the Jewish peo- 
ple in the United States. 

I have known Rabbi Rackov- 
sky and his family for many 
years. His honesty, sincerity and 
piety are above question. Both 
his family and he have suffered 
much because they would_ not 
compromise their consciences 
and bow to the dictates of the 
local Baale Ha’Baatim. When it 
came to a question of deciding 
a religious question, nothing but 
the traditional laws and customs 
of our people would influence 
his decisions regardless of con- 
sequences, 


UNDER THESE circumstances 
how can anybody question his 
decision to sanction the sale of 
kosher meats at Food Fair? A 
few questions regarding such 
sale are in order: 

Can anybody question the 
kashrut of the kosher meat sold 
at Food Fair? 

Does anyone question that the 
meat has not been _ properly 
slaughtered? 

Is there anyone that can prove 
that the meats sold by Food 
Fair are not properly handled 
and prepared? 

Can any of the rabbis who 
have sat in judgment on Rabbi 
Rackovsky prove that the sale 
of such meats by Food Fair is 
contrary to the Jewish laws and 
ethics? 

Can anybody deny that the so- 
called kosher butchers—as a 
class— are nothing but a group 
of grasping individuals who are 
out to make a profit regardless 





of how they hurt that portion 
of honest observant Jews who 
cannot afford to pay their exor- 
bitant prices? 

How many of these kosher 
butchers do you find attending 
the synagogue regularly? How 
many do you fing observing the 
Sabbath? How many do you find 
who know anything about Juda- 
ism and Jewish lore? How many 
Jewish butchers keep’ kosher 
homes? 

I CAN GO on and on asking 
such questions and the answer 
is “very few.” 

Then how in the world have 
they the brazen nerve to attack 
a man like Rabbi Rackovsky? 
I know that kosher meats are 
sold by the slaughter house for 
about four or five cents a pound 


more than non-kosher meats. 
Dose that justify . the kosher 
butchers charging twice- and 


even three times as much per 
pound as their non-kosher com- 
petitors? Where local supervis- 
ory boards have been set up—as 
a rule -only nominal charges 
are made for services which jus- 
tify an extra charge of only one 
or two cents a pound. 

I accuse our kosher butchers 
as a Class of .forcing many of 
the poorer class of Jews to do 
their meat marketing at non- 
kosher meat markets because 
they simply cannot afford the 
price of our grasping butchers. 
I know dozens of such people. 

If we had a few hundred in- 
stead of one Rabbi Rackovsky 
and a greater distribution of 
kosher meats at lower prices— 
yes, even more chain store kosh- 
er markets—we would, perhaps, 
have thousands more observing 
Jews in the United States.

NEW YORK — Roger W. 
Straus, one of the founders of 
the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, and an ac- 
tive Jewish leader, died at Lib- 
erty, N. Y., this week at the 
age of 65. 

Mr. Stgaus began his business 
career as a $120 a month clerk 
at the American Smelting and 
Refining Company in 1914. He 
was chairman of the company’s 
board at his death and was 
Chancellor of the New York 
State Board of Regents. 

His father, Oscar 5S. Straus, 
was secretary of Commerce and 
Labor in Theodore Roosevelt’s 
Cabinet and United States Am- 
bassador to Turkey. 

In 1952 Mr. Straus received 
the Man of the Year citation of 
the metropolitan conference of 
the National Federation of Tem- 
ple Brotherhoods, of which he 
was honorary president. He re- 
ceived the “American Hebrew” 
medal in 1936 for fostering un- 


derstanding between Christian! 


and Jew. 

He was a member of the ex- 
ecutive board of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations 
(Reform), a trustee of Emanu- 
El Congregation, a member of 





the executive committee of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
and a member of the board of 
governors of the American Fi- 
nancial and Development Cor- 
poration for Israel. He was ac- 
tive in the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, the Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation, the March of Dimes, 
and the Boy Scouts of America. 
He was once Thomas E. Dewey’s 
gubernatorial campaign man- 
ager. He was an intelligence of- 
ficer in World War I.

New Bid 
For World 
Orthodox Unit 


NEW YORK (NJP) — A new 
attempt is being made this week 
to form a world organization for 
British, American and Western 
European Orthodox unions, The 
POST has learned. 

DR. SOLOM SHONFELD, 
presiding rabbi of the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations 
of Great Britain, is meeting here 
with Moses I. Feuerstein, presi- 
dent of the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of Amer- 
ica (UOJCA). 

Similar UOJCA _ discussions 
last year with British Chief Rab- 
bi Brodie failed to produce re- 
sults. 

Rabbi Schonfeld told The 
POST, that Rabbi Brodie, who 
is envisaged as a possible titular 
head of the new world body, was 
concerned last year with indi- 
vidual synagogues, and not with 
unifying already established 
bodies Orthodox unions. 

ON THE OTHER hand, Rabbi 
Brodie represents all sections of 
British Orthodoxy, while Rabbi 
Shonfeld represents only one 
section, which increases the dif- 
ficulties in ‘present talks. 

A major objective in setting 
up the new body would be UN 
representation for world Ortho- 
doxy. 








Germany Soothes

BONN, Germany (NJP) — 
The West German government is 
soothing Arab fears on establish- 
ment of normal relations with 
Israel, the New York Times re- 
ported this week.

NEW YORK (NJP) — [Intergroup solidarity 
dealt a blow at discrimination here during a two- 
and-one-half New York City Council hearing on 
the Sharkey-Brown-Isaacs Bill to outlaw racial 

and religious biag in private housing. 

A PROPOSED AMENDMENT to the bill, which 
would have driven a wedge between Jews and 
Negroes, was categorically rejected by Negro de- 
fense organizations. It was an attempt to per 
petuate primarily anti-Jewish discrimination, and 
was to have exempted co-operative apartments 
from anti-bias provisions of the bill. é 

Both the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAACP) and the Urban 
League took a firm stand on the issue. 

ROY WILKINS, NAACP executive secretary, 
told the hearing that exclusion of the co-operatives 
would seriously weaken the legislature and pro- 
vide an opportunity for large-scale evasion, 

Edward S. Lewis, executive director of the 
Urban League of Greater New York, who also op- 
posed exemption of the estimated 35,000 high 
rental co-op dwelling units, told The POST and 
OPINION that although colored people were not 
directly involved because of the extremely high 
rentals, any measure that was anti-Semitic was 
automatically also anti-Negro. 

An offer from opponents of the bill to cease all 
opposition if the amendment were accepted was 
flatly turned down at a cost to the NAACP and the 
Urban League of the quick victory that might have

ecutive director of the Mayor’s Commission on In- 
tergroup Relations and Algernon Black of the New 
York State Committee Against Discrimination 
(SCAD) charged that the luxury co-operatives were 
the hard core of residential anti-Semitism in New 
York City. 

Black represented the views of five Jewish de- 
fense organizations concerned with the legislation 
—American Jewish Committee, American Jewish 
Congress, Anti-Defamation League, Jewish Labor

It was pointed out that the co-ops are largely 
a gimmick to circumvent existing anti-bias laws. 

Example: By turning a building into a co-op, 
an apartment owner may exclude a Jew from resi- 
dence while telling him that he is not excluded 
because he is a Jew. 

The reason given for his exclusion is that a 
particular group of non-Jews sharing a building 
wish to limit that building to members of their 


own group. * 


IT IS A DEVICE increasingly employed against 
Jews in this city with the largest Jewish popula- 
tion in the world. 

A rumor that City Hall had suggested the bill 
might prove more acceptable if it included the 
amendment was denied by a spokesman for Mayor 
Wagner, who told The POST and OPINION that 
Mayor Wagner had not inspired the amendment.

Israeli Visits 

TEL AVIV (NJP)—The French 
press has considerably toned 
down publication of news about 
the visits of Israel ministers in 
Paris—in a direct about-face 
from its aititude of a short time 
ago. There is a_ psychological 
reason for this, not a political 
one, says David Giladi, reporting 
in Maariv. 

When Finance Minister Levi 
Eshkol spent five days in Paris, 
he didn’t get a single line of 
publicity; and only after he'd 
been back in Israel] a week, did 
the French public read in the 
papers that he had been in their 
capital—but the results of his 
visit were widely published: 
France agreed to increase Is- 
rael’s $30 million credit by 50 
per cent to $45 million.

MEDIATION IDEA 

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)— 
The Jewish News, newspaper 
of the Jewish Community 
Council of Essex County, 
last week approved of In- 
dian and Pakistani offers of 
mediation between Israel 
and her Arab neighbors.

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It's Taboo in Turkey, But...

BOSTON (NJP)—Kissing the 
bride may be taboo in Turkey 
but it is the thing to do in Bos- 
ton. 

Not a concurring voice was 
raised in favor of the ban pro- 
claimed recently by the Chief 
Rabbinate of Turkey on bussing 
the bride at the conclusion of 
the wedding ceremony. 


ACCORDING to the Turkish 
rabbi’s paint of view, the House 
of God is not “a proper place” 
for kissing. He also said that 
long queues of relatives lining 
up to kiss the bride annoy the 
newlyweds. As a_ result he 
banned the universal and tradi- 
tional custom of osculating the 
bride. 

In a survey of the Greater 
Boston community, the Jewish 
Times could not find many 
proper Bostonians to concur 
with the Turkish edict. 

Rabbi Abraham L. Jacobson 
said: “The rabbis that hold the 
Orthodox view that Jewish law 
does not allow kissing after the 
marriage ceremony should actu- 
ally follow the letter of the law 
that does not allow the marriage 
to be held in the synagogue. 


“J DO NOT HOLD that kiss- 
ing after the marriage is a sign 
of lewdness or even of intimacy, 
but rather it is a prayer for the 
fulfillment of marriage—it is a 
spiritual kiss such as the kiss 
parents give their children in 
affection after the Yom Kippur 
service.” 

He emphasized that the kiss 
is not even remotely sexual but 
is a prayer for a blessing on 
the marriage. 

“T would not, however, argue 
with the Chief Rabbi of Turkey,” 
he continued, “because the cus- 
toms there are so different. Wom- 
en there are treated like cattle 
on the lowest animal basis. Here, 
though, we still have a double 
standard, women are considered 
equal and the marriage kiss is a 
sign of respect.” 

Mrs. Myer Cohen, Brookline, 
felt that the Turkish rabbinate 
has adopted a “decidedly trivial 
attitude.” She felt that this ban 
was not at all sensible. 


“KISSING THE BRIDE should 
not take on a religious or moral 
basis,” Mrs. Cohen added. “It 
is a pleasant world-wide custom 
and the Turkish rabbi’s ban can 
be considered only on a purely 
local level.” 

Mrs. Leon Steinberg, Chest- 
nut Hill, termed the Chief 
Rabbi's attitude somewhat 
“cloistered.” 
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“It is a custom that has Rained 
| down through the ages,” she 
said.~ “Rather than considering 
it a sacriligious act, I would say 
that it symbolizing a most beau- 
tiful marriage ahead and cannot 
be anything else but pleasant.” 

Mrs. Samuel Bernstein, Chest- 
nut Hill, has no objections to 
kissing after the ceremony. “It 
is a matter of personal desire 
and has no moral connotation,” 
she declared. 

RABBI BERYL D. COHON of 
Temple Sinai labeled the decision

nourishment is the most econom- 
ical in the long run, I cannot 
emphasize too much that food 
values are lost when vegetables 
are cooked a long time in a 
great deal of water. When car- 
rots, celery, onion ang such are 
cooked in a soup all the vitamin 
and mineral values of these veg- 
etables go into the soup itself. 
What is left in the vegetables 
themselves is very little 
more than mere bulk. If they 
are used, they must be supple- 
mented by other foods which 
will make up for the loss. 
BESIDES, THE vegetables 
cooked so Yong have lost a great 
deal in the process. They are 
limp in texture, and not too ap- 
pealing in flavor. Many a man 
who says he will not eat carrots, 
for example, has never tasted 
a carrot raw or cooked in an at- 
tractive way. Why don’t you try 
the ways recommended by lead- 
ing nutritionists, ang bear in 
mind some simple but important 
rules. 
WHEN FRESHLY harvested, 
green and yellow vegetables are 
rich in vitamins A and C. They 
also provide the minerals neces- 
sary for good health: Iron, cal- 
cium, and phosphorous. 
However, these important nu- 
tritional elements are lost when 
vegetables are improperly stored, 
prepared and cooked. When this 
happens, you are losing the val- 
ues for which you spend your 
food budget. 
Cook only what is needed for 
immediate use. Pare the vege 
tables as thinly as possible, to 
retain important values. Wash, 
but do not soak vegetables as 
short a time as possible before 
their use. Use as little water or 
other liquid as is absolutely 
needed. Use a tightly covered 
pan, bring to a quick boil, and 
then lower the heat so that a 
minimum of cooking time is 
needed. 
Do not stir air into the vege- 
tables, for this will increase the 
loss of vitamin C. Try serving 
vegetables tender-crisp, neither 
too soft nor too hard, but with 
a fresh color and more interest- 
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ing texture. Save what liquid 
is left in the pot for use in 
soups and sauces. 
AND, ABOVE ALL, try imag- 
inative combinations of vegeta- 
bles and interesting sauces. 
Your family will respond, I’m 
sure. 
STUFFED ZUCCHINI 
(Green Squash) 
4 young zucchini, split 
lengthwise 
2 tbisps. butter or margarine 
1 clove garlic, peeled and cut 
1 cup chopped cooked 
spinach 
3 tbisps. evaporated milk or 
cream 
2 tbisps. grated cheese 
% tsp. salt 
dash of pepper 
2 tbisps. buttereq bread 
crumbs 
Cook the zucchini in a small 
amount of boiling salted water 
until just tender, about 12 min- 
utes. Drain and place in a bak- 
ing pan, cut side up. Brush well 
with the butter or margarine 
which has been melted with the 
garlic. Heat the spinach, milk, 
cheese and seasonings in a 
saucepan, stirring just enough 
to prevent sticking. Spoon on 
top of the zucchini. Sprinkle with 
the buttered crumbs. Broil five 
minutes. Serve at once.

4 large, firm tomatoes 
1 tbisp. butter or margarine

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THE GOOD BATTLE 


THE IDEA that Jewish education is the No. 1 task 
of the United States Jewish community is hardly new, al- 
though in the mighty reinvigoration of world Jewry as the 
result of Hitlerism and the establishment of Israel, this 
area of activity has tended to be ignored. 

Yet traditionally, Jewish education has been a con- 
cept hardly less lower than almost life itself. The Jewish 
toddler was wrapped in a talith and taken by his heart- 
bursting parent to his first lesson in the heder. From that 
day on, while the non-Jewish children were out at play or 
helping their parents, the Jewish child spent long days 
in learning. 

Public school education is hardly more than 100 years 
old, but the same approach to education in the Jewish 
community goes back to almost the first days of Judaism, 
over 3,000 years ago. 


IT IS THIS KIND of age-old reverence for learning 
which today sends so large a percentage of Jewish high 
school graduates to universities. 

But for reasons which we need not repeat here, Jew- 
ish education almost became extinct in the United States. 
And today it suffers because Judaism itself came very 
close to losing the fight to survive in the American en- 
vironment. 

Yet today the problems of Jewish education are 
slowly being solved. These things do not happen over- 
night, and the transformation of the United States Jewish 
community into a knowledgeable Jewish group ‘will take 
at least two more generations. 

Meanwhile, those who are leading the campaign in 
waging inch by inch a drive to place Jewish education 
into its proper position of relative values for American 
Jewry are often discouraged by the hard facts of Ameri- 
can Jewish life. Indifference on the part of pupils leads 
inevitably to frustration, and this malady of the rabbinate 
finds the Jewish school teacher an even-greater victim. 


OUR TEACHERS must not lose sight of the fact that 
much progress has been made, and that the time is ap- 
proaching when the false values of American Jewish liv- 


ing must be replaced by an adherence to those traditional _ 


Jewish concepts which have carried Jewish life to new 
heights throughout the ages. 

Jewish education has almost had to lift itself by its 
bootstraps. While the Jew was fleeing everything Jewish 
during the period just after World War I, it was a foregone 
conclusion that he would consign Jewish education to the 
same place where he relegated his parents who spoke with 
an accent, or his associates who did not move fast enough 
into the American milieu to keep pace with him. 


BUT IN A NEW DAY where the Jewish parents un- 
derstand that living as an American Jew cannot be full 
and rich without a background of Jewish knowledge, Jew- 
ish education will revive and flourish. 

That time is not here today, but the first signs of its 
approach are already visible. To the Jewish educators of 
the past generation who fought a losing battle, and to the 
Jewish educators of today who have not lost faith, goes 
a valiant salute from The POST and OPINION. These are 
the soldiers who made the victory possible, and, like too 
many things in life, their only reward is in the knowledge 
that they have fought the good battle.

Israel won't all be making the trip. 

Not only does the United States Com- 


add 


mittee for Sports in Israel, Inc., select the 
members of the United States squad, quite a 
task in itself, but it raises the funds—$1,500 
per performer—required to take the Jewish 
athlete to Israel and bring him back. 


CONSIDERING the fabulous amounts 
raised in the United States, $150,000 may seem 
like chicken feed, but you must remember 
that there is an agreement that this fund- 
raising effort must in no way interfere with 
the United Jewish Appeal and other major 
campaigns for Israel. 

This eliminates any. large-scale projects 
and pretty much means that the contributions 
will come from sports-minded Americans who 
believe in the morale-building value of a proj- 
as magnificent as that of a Maccabiah, where 
the leading Jewish athletes of the world visit 
Israel to compete against one another under 
that ancient title. 

In most cases, the individual athletes help 
in their own financing, with relatives and 
others in the community pitching in to get 
the needed $1,500. 

So far, with only about a month left in 
which to do it, something less than one-third 
of the 100 are assured of the trip. It would 
be unfortunate that anything less than al- 
most the full team could make the trip. 


WE WONDER if enough of you readers 
who see the value of the World Maccabiah 
and the United States Jewish participation in 
it won’t send along a contribution so that at 
least one of the athletes will have been sent 
by The POST and OPINION. If enough of 
you respond to this appeal to get it under- 
way, we'll carry it through with a full-scale 
campaign in our columns for the next few 
week to see if we can’t realize this $1,500 
goal.

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SEDRAH ETHCHANAN, which concludes 
Moses’ first discourse and embraces most of 
his second summary address to the children 
of Israel, contains those professions which 
would have become the Jewish catechism if 
Judaism had turned out to be a creed-cen- 
tered faith. For it contains 
the Ten Commandments, the 
Shema and the exordium 
after the Shema which cus- 
tom has wisely enshrined in 
the Tephillin and the Me- 
zuza, It was religious gen- 
ius par excellence which 
made the Shema the central 
doctrine of our faith, How- 

4 ever it is translated, and 
Weinstein there have naturally been 
several interpretations, all agree that there 
are two major emphases; namely, that God 
is and that God is One. 

It was the unity of God which most dis- 
tinguished Judaism from the ancient Oriental 
and the later Levantine religions, That unity, 
which itself grew out of diversity, as evidenced 
by the plural form of Elohim, was in stark 
and active contrast to the polytheism and 
henotheism of the Canaanites, the Egyptians 
and the Babylonians. Whether the monoton- 
ous stretches of desert waste bred this mono- 
theism, as Renan suggests, or whether it was 
the inspired intuition of Abraham and Moses, 
as our Bible suggests, the fact is that while 
other peoples tended to postulate many divine 
auspices for natural phenomena, the Jews 
made God the sole sponsor of Heaven and 
earth and aljJ that is therein. 

NOR WOULD the watchers and guardians 
of the faith concede to the Zoroastrians that 
God was dual—one of Him being Lord of 
light and the other of Him being Lord of 
evil. Nor again would they listen to the en- 
gaging antics of the Trinitarians who in- 
geniously interwove Plato’s emanations with 
pagan polytheism and thought that they had 
achieved the best of both worlds with a doc- 
trine wherein three were one and one was 
three. Nor were they discomfited when Greek 
cynics laughed at their dogmatic certainty 
that ‘God was at all; ‘and: again at their lack 
of imagination and generosity that. if God 
was,.He had to be’so anti-social and so strictly 
-alone.. .Through.all.the disputes of the gods 
and the everlasting debates about the gods, 








the Jew three times daily proclaimed the 
Shema and wrote the “D” of Echod in capl- 
tal letters to make clear even to the roving 
eye that Adonoi was one and one alone. 

THE BELIEVING WORLD has come 
around to the oneness of God but there is 
still the unbelieving world, the men and wom- 
en of our time who doubt that God is, And 
they are a motley breed. There are those 
among them who identify God with good 
but see too little of good in the life of men, 
and there are those who identify God with 
evil and see too much of that on earth, And 
there be those who believe that they them- 
selves, fallible men, could order the universe 
more rationally and bring a broader measure 
of justice into the lives of men than that 
which they see about them. They would 
cabin Ged to their own circle and to their 
own life span and shrink the ineffable to 
the humanly possible. 

AND THERE ARE those again who feaF 
that if they permit the mind to admit the 
Great Intangible, Immeasurable, Inscrutable 
One, they will perforce open the door to the 
ghosts, the goblins and their uncouth rela- 
tives, the djins and jinxes, who will mess up 
all reason and dethrone common sense, Then 
there are those who wait upon the word of 
the great censor, Science, to tell them that 
they must believe. They are not satisfied that 
some of its ordained priests have recently ak 
lowed as how they may believe. And among 
us Jews there are many who await a newef 
revelation from the deeper soundings of 
analytic psychology. 

Haham Gadol Freud had foundered God 
amidst the infantile obsessions of the child- 
hood of the race. Perhaps his disciples will 
succeed in clearing the snakes and_ snails 
from the father image and let it shine agalfl 
from its primordial heights, 

Awaiting all these developments and re 
gardless of their issue, the mature Jew will 
join with his fellows and proudly proclaimt 
“Hear, O Israel, the Lord IS our God, the 
Lord is ONE.”

US Jews Should Be Proud of Those Who Go Abroad to Live 


Editor’s Note: Mr. Alpert, who has lived 
in Israel 10 years, is National President af the 
Association of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel. 

HAIFA—THE NEW YORK TIMES reaches me 
here occasionally, and it is read with considerable 
interest. An issue of a few months back carried 
a “hideous” headline about a campaign being con- 
ducted in the United States to “lure” American 
settlers abroad, The subheadline read: “Emigrees 

: Wanted From U. S. to Fill Man- 

power Needs in Rapid Economie 
Growth,” 

The story went on to tell of 
the activities of a foreign agent 
who had come to New York for 
a specific purpose, in the words 
of the N. Y. Times:. “His assign- 
: ment is to induce as many United 
States citizens as he can to make 
their homes in his country.” 

In the days that followed there was no indig- 
nant outburst of complaints from sturdy Ameri- 
cans, There was no loud ouicry that this was an 
un-American activity, even though the agent was 
there admittedly to “lure” Americans to emi- 
grate. No, he was not from Israel. He was from 
Canada, and he has since set up a permanent of- 
fice in New York to promote his work. 

YET THERE IS NO DOUBT that if the same 
news story had told about a parallel campaign to 
promote emigration to Israel there would be cer- 
tain elements within the Jewish community which 
would squirm with uneasiness, Strange to say, 
the Jews would have felt more uncomfortable than 





the non-Jews, for whom such a thing might have 
seemed normal. When Rabbi Morton Berman of 
Chicago not long ago left the U. S. with his wife 
and children to take up permanent residence in Is- 
rael he made no secret of his intentions. 

And because Rabbi Berman has been a figure 
of some prominence, not only in Chicago, but on 
the national scene as well, his departure was made 
the object of comment in the House of Representa- 
tives in Washington. Not critical comment, mind 
you, but words of praise and commendation, that 
he was following his convictions as a Zionist, that 
he was going to help pioneer a new, young land, 
and that he was to carry some of the American 
democratic spirit to a far corner of the world. 

TO MY MIND, not enough is made of the fact 
that every American who goes abroad to settle 
is in a large sense a representative of the United 
States. His presence in a foreign land, his con- 


tribution of American know-how, both in the ma- 


terial as well as in the moral-spiritual-sociological 
sense, his interpretation of America and its spirit, 
all constitute an extremely valuable contribution 
to international understanding and to raising the 
standards of living abroad. 

Frequently the unofficial contributions of one 
or two Americans who are abroad as individuals, 
can do more for world peace than the efforts of 
diplomatic or consular officials in their formal ca- 
pacity. Every American who goes abroad to take 
up residence—to help build another country, or 
simply to hold a job, is a valuable emissary of 
the nation. 

The trouble is that Americans are not going 
abroad in sufficient numbers except as tourists, and 


these are hardly calculated for the most part to 
breed understanding or respect for America. If 
there is misunderstanding of the United States in 
Greece it is because the people there don’t know 
America or Americans. -A few thousand Ameri- 
cans who would move to Greece and identify them- 
selves with its efforts to build a sound economy, 
would in time transform suspicion and fear into 
understanding and trust. If the Arab states ap- 
pear hostile it is also because they have little first- 
hand knowledge of Mr. American. I frequently 
wish that thousands of the Syrians who have taken 
up residence in the United States, and have learned 
the ways of democracy, would return to Syria, 
and bring some of the American way of life with 
them. It would do more to promote stability in 
the Middle East than all the official efforts of a 
sometimes bungling State Department. 

AND IF SOME AMERICAN Jews see fit to 
take up residence in Israel, and help strengthen 
the bastions of democracy there, they should also 
be looked upon as bearers of a tradition, whether 
they know it or not. I wish that there were more 
such. Americans, If the molders of American for- 
eign policy were wise they would discreetly en- 
courage this sort of peaceful penetration for pur- 
poses of cementing friendly national relations, And 
if our American Jews were wise (I include some 
of our hesitant Zionists as well) they would realize 
that there is nothing un-American in this sort of 
emigration—quite the contrary.

Dr. Israel Bettan, 68, president 
of the Central Conferences of 
American Rabbis and professor 
of Midrash and Homiletics at 
Hebrew Union College- Jewish 
Institute of Religion, Cincinnati, 
died here this week. 

Dr. Bettan died suddenly. His 
wife, Mrs. Ida Beitan, said that 
he complained of stomach pains 
early Monday morning, and died 
30 minutes later. 


HE WAS COMPLETING his 
second term as president of 
America’s largest rabbinical 
body, of which he was previously 
vice-president. 

In 1922, Dr. Bettan was named 
a professor at HUC-JIR. He 
was to retire from the faculty 
in September. 

Before coming to the rabbini- 
cal school he served as rabbi of 
Congregation B'nai Israel, 
Charleston, W. Va., from 1912 
to 1922 except for a period 
when he served as a chaplain 
during World War I overseas 
with the American Expedition- 
ary Forces. 

He was the author of ‘Studies

Knesset Member Protests 
Israel Condolences on Asch 


LONDON (NJP) —An Agudist 
(Orthodox) member of Israel’s 
Knesset has protested to Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion against the 
action of the Israell ambassador 
to London in personally extend- 
ing Israel’s condolences to the 
family of the late writer, Sholem 
Asch, the London Jewish Chron- 
icle reported this week. 

Rabbi Ben Yacov also pro- 
tested against the broadcast of 
an obituary on Asch by Kol Is- 
rael, the Israeli radio. 

Rabbi Ben Yacov wanted to 
know if Ambassador Elath was 
authorized to deliver the message. 

His protest declared “It is a 
well-known fact that Asch has

A recent survey of the 10 He- 
brew high schools in New York 
City revealed over 90 per cent 
of all the current graduates plan 
to continue their studies in some 
institution of higher learning. 
This phenomenally high figure 
(61 per cent of academic gradu 
ates from the public high schools 


go on) will be further increased 
when the remaining few who 
attend afternoon Hebrew high 


schools complete their public ed- 
ucation. 

It was also reported that as 
of this summer 126 scholarships 
and other awards were won by 
the 342 graduates. These include 
85 New York State Regents 
Scholarships, eight scholarships 
to Israel, four Cornell scholar- 
ships, two National Merit schol- 
arships, three National Honor 


awards, three science scholar- 














ships, three Columbia scholar- 
ships, many private awards, and 
several scholarships to universi- 
ties, among them Harvard, Rice

IN DISCUSSING the reasons 
for the apparent scholastic suc- 
cesses and high ambitions of 
Hebrew high school’ graduates, 
Dr. Jacob Ross, formerly prin- 
cipal of Midwood (a Brooklyn 
public high school) and present- 
ly head of the English division 
of the Yeshiva of Flatbush, said 
that “students are admitted by 
exam and are therefore evalu- 
ated in advance. Only the high- 
est caliber students are admit- 
ted, as they have to complete a 
double program—Hebrew, four 
hours, and English, four hours. 
The Hebrew program is very 
rich and diversified. The Eng- 
lish program is even fuller than 
the public one.”’*

FEW JEWS can react with 
the: facts when the name Ibn 
Ezra is mentioned. But if some 
of the Jewish moguls in Holly- 
wood ever discover the story 
of Moses ibn Ezra they may ex- 
tract a fortune from the saga of 
his life, for few movies can com- 
pare with it in poignancy. Born 
in 1100, Moses was one of four 
brilliant sons of the scholar, Ju- 
dah, one of the brights lights of 
the Jewish Golden-Age in Spain. 
Moses ibn Ezra fell wildly in 
love with his niece, who was 
one year younger than himself. 

The niece, Shoshannah, recip- 
rocated the love, but her father, 
Isaac, and his other brothers, 
Abraham and Joseph,. were dead 
set against the match. Moses 
could not imagine himself sepa- 
rated from his sweetheart, and 





pleaded with his brothers to ap- 
prove the union. Adamantly they 
refused (for what reason is not 
indicated in the story related by 
the Forward’s Zvi Cohen) and 
rubbed salt in Moses’ wounds by 
marrying Shoshannah off to her 
other uncle, Joseph. A year after 
her enforced marriage, Shoshan- 
nah died in childbirth. 


THE BITTERNESS felt by 
Moses was lifelong. It displayed 
itself in his poetry, his essays, 
his disquisitions on Judaism. 
Unable to mate, he Sublimated 
and produced poetry so fine that 
it has been incorporated as piy- 
yutim in the Yom Kippur serv- 
ice. He hobnobbed with Jehudah 
Halevi, greatest of the Golden- 
Age literati, who had also a ree- 
ord of frustrated love. Unlucky 
in love, Moses was posthumously 
unlucky in literature. Although 
many of his works have been 
published, a great exposition of 
Judaism which he wrote still 
remains in manuscript form. 
Parts of the writings of Moses 
ibn Ezra are to be found, un- 
published, in Leningrad, in Ox: 
ford and Hamburg. Etched deeply 
in all his writings, however, {s 
his effort to overcome the pangs 


of brotherly loathing.

Polish Jews in Fear 
Of Anti-Semitism, 
Legislator Charges 


PARIS (WNS) — Gerard Skok, 
a member of the Polish Parlia- 
ment, charged in testimony be- 
fore .a parliamentary committee 
that the Jews in Poland were 
living in fear and_ insecurity 
because of the widespread prev- 
alence of anti-Semitism in the 
country, according to a report 
received here from Warsaw. 

Skok tsetified that only 10 of 
50 Known anti-Semitic incidents 
had been brought to court atten- 
tion and that in half of them the 
perpetrators received extremely 
insignificant sentences. The wit- 
ness was reported to have blasted 
the “too mild” punishment that 
fe being meted out by Polish 
courts to participants in anti- 
Bemitie incidents.

It is high time that our people 
should get out of the darkness 
of confusion and be able to dis- 
tinguish between discrimination 
and protection of the pillars of 
our faith.

@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

In response to Dr. Maclver’s 
lament that there is too much 
ritual in Jewish life, this is a 
phenomenon which should con- 
cern ethnopsychologists. 

To my knowledge, such per- 
sonal ang organized opposition 
does not exist in any culture or 
civilization. It is up to the indi- 
vidual to perform the rites, but 
to propagandize its opposition 
and minimize the importance of 
the ritual in public through 
words and writings is specific- 
ally not “Jewish.” 

Wonder if Dr. MaclIver ever 
studied the rituals of Asiatic 
peoples. In front of me is a re- 
port of a German Jewish scien- 
tist, made when visiting the 
temples in Bhutan, Nepal and 
Kashmir, which he called “meet- 
ing places between two worlds.” 
There the ritual consisted of 
diet, breathing, reciting of man- 
tra and meditations. After par- 
ticipating he experienced the ex- 
istence of another, higher world- 
ly “reality.”

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Should Jewish Center 
Be Open on Sabbath? 


By LARRY COHEN 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (NJP)— 
Orthodox rabbis and parents this 
week sharply criticized the new 
Jewish community center here 
for “desecration of the Sabbath,” 
but a Reform rabbi took a more 
charitable view. 
The community center here 
{naugurated Sabbath swimming 
when it opened its new outdoor 
pool last summer, Hot sand- 
wiches and refreshments are 
served the swimmers. 
Al Dobrow, director of the com- 
munity center, told The POST 
that the decision to open on Satur 
day afternoon was made several! 
years ago at a board meeting of 
the Jewish Welfare Federation. 
The present center site, which 
will be used until December, has 
never opened on the Sabbath. 
Dobrow said that by a 37-2 
yote the board ruled that when 
the new center was opened, the 
building would be available on 
Saturday afternoons, but not on 
Friday night or ‘Saturday mor- 
ning, when services were being 
conducted. 
DOBROW pointed out that the 
activities scheduled for the new 
center —- of which the pool is a 
part — are of an “Oneg Shabbat” 
variety: only things which are 
in continence with the Sabbath. 
He noted that a number of rabbis 
who were consulted were in dis- 
agreement on what activities 
were in keeping with Sabbath 
observance. 

He said that a survey indicated 
the national movement was 
toward opening centers Saturday 
afternoon. He said that in Pitts- 
burgh several years ago the com- 
munity center launched a teen- 
age lounge program on Friday 
nights after consultation 
local rabbis. 

A SPOKESWOMAN for 84 
group of “worried parents” asked 
The POST: “Where are our rab- 
bis? Where are our leaders of 
Judaism? . 

“For many years, as far back 
as we could remember, the Jew- 
ish community knew that the 
Kirshbaum Center (the old cen- 
ter) was closed for the Sabbath 
and holidays. 

“Now the directors of the. . 
Community Center are allowing 
the desecration of the Fourth 
Commandment: ‘Remember the 
Sabbath day to keep it holy.’ 

“IS SWIMMING so necessary 
to destroy the beauty of the Sab- 
bath with carnival atmosphere 
at the pool? 

“Are the sermons that our rab- 
bis give just lip service? If we 
ook to our spiritual leaders for 
inspiration and guidance in times 
of joy and in times of sorrow, 
would we not heed the voice of 
protest if it would be made? 

“First we accept swimming on 
the Sabbath, then bowling 
leagues, then bridal showers — 
and what is next? Must we copy

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Unsolicited Greeting Card Mailing Defended 


By Hebrew Academy as Fund-Raising Device

CLEVELAND (NJP)—A 
spokesman for the Hebrew 
Academy of Cleveland this week 
staunchly defended its annual 
mailing of unsolicited New Year 
card assortments as a means for 
obtaining funds — a_ practice 
sharply criticized in the “Edi- 
tor’s Chair” column of the July 
26 POST. 


Identifying the Hebrew all-day 
elementary and junior high 
school for boys and girls as the 
“Cleveland Jewish organization” 
referred to by POST Editor 
Gabriel Cohen, who “bitterly ob- 
jected’ to the practice of “mail- 
ing the cards... then... ex- 
pecting a check,” the spokes- 
man denied that this was done 
merely to solicit contributions. 


“THE ACADEMY does not 
solicit contributions from out- 
side communities,” the spokes- 
man declared. “This venture is 
run strictly on a business basis, 
with payment made for value 
received. 

“Each year these cards are de- 
signed especialy for us and are 
run off for our exclusive use. 
We sell them on this “mail- 
order” system at a price well 
below their retail level: at 10 
cents each or one dollar per as- 
sortment. The following year 
these cards are retailed for gen- 
eral use at 15 to 20 cents apiece. 


“We are able to distribute 
them at such a low price be- 
cause an Academy trustee, who 
is an executive of a large greet- 
ing card concern, has made the 
facilities of his company avail- 
able to us.

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World Orthodox Union Plan 
‘Endorsed’ by UOJGA Head 


NEW YORK (NJP) — THE 
PROPOSAL of visiting British 
Rabbi Dr. Solomon Shonfeld for 
the formation of a world union 
of Orthodox congregations has 
met with some approval from the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Con- 
gregations of America (UOJCA). 

The idea of the creation of this 
world union was indorsed “in 
concept” by UOJCA president 
Moses I. Feuerstein. 

HOWEVER, THE specific plan 
of Dr. Shonfeld, presiding rabbi 
of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations of Great Britain, 
has been neither approved nor re- 
jected, Feuerstein told The POST 
and OPINION, and the reaction 
to the plan from UOJCA cannot 
be forthcoming until the matter 
has been discusseq at an execu- 
tive or board meeting of UOJCA. 

Dr. Shonfeld’s plan seeks to 
form a world organization for ex- 
isting British, American and 
Western European Orthodox 
unions. He visualizes as a positive 
result (1) United Nations repre- 
sentation for the new Orthodox 
organization; (2) Claims Confer- 
ence representation; (3) a united 
Orthodox voice for restitution in 
Germany, and.(4) the implemen- 
tation of projects in Israel. 
THESE PROPOSALS in them- 
selves are quite new, but Feuer- 
stein told The POST that in re- 
ality such a union has existed 
de facto for centuries, since the 


communities have been in con- 
stant contact with each other. 

He also pointed out that this 
idea had been projected last year 
by British Chief Rabbi Israel 
Brodie, wko urged the creation 
of a world union, and that Dr. 
Solomon Gaon, spiritual head of 
the Sephardic Jewish commun- 
ities in Britain, who is at present 
in South America, is equally in- 
terested in the proposed union. 

Dr. Shonfeld, who is discus- 
sing his ideas with Young Israel 
as well as with UOJCA, told The 
POST that his suggestions were 
mainly of an explanatory nature, 
and that they had been added to 
by UOJCA representatives at 
conferences last week. 


ONE SUGGESTION that came 
from UOJCA was to add the 
South American Orthodox Jewish 
community to Dr. Shonfeld’s list. 
However, Feuerstein said that 
UOJCA had not actually offered 
any suggestions to the plan. He 
said that he and his staff had 
had discussions with Dr, Shon- 
feld, and that during these dis- 
cussions there had been very 
naturally an exchange of ideas. 
This did not amount to any 
definite UOJCA suggested addi- 
tions to the plan. 

It looked very much now as if 
UOJCA might take the initiative 
in the formation of a _ world 
union, but asked whether this 
was the case, Feuerstein said “no

RIVER EDGE, N. J. (NJP) 
—EFFORTS TO BUILD a $125,-

Jewish Community in Eritrea So Poor 
Father Orthodox Shul Head {Children Have to Go to Catholic Schools 


NEW YORK (NJP)—FORTY 
JEWISH CHILDREN in: Eritrea 
have to go to Italian (Catholic) 
cloisters and mission schools be- 
cause of the poverty of the Jew- 
ish community, it was reported 
by New York’s German-lan- 
quage weekly. “Aufbau.” 

The report, which originated 
from the Israelischeg Familien- 


blatt in Zurich, tells of condi- 
tions of utmost poverty among 
55 Jewish families iin Asmara, 
Eritrea. 

Only seven of these families 
are self-supporting, and only 30 
Jewish children attend the local 
school. Forty other children 
have been sent by their parents 
to monasteries and _ mission 


schools because of the lack of 
means to support them. 

The Jewish club in, Asmara 
was closed because of lack of 


funds, It is understood from 
Joint Distribution Committee 
(JDC) circles’ that there are 


about 200 Jews in the whole of 
Eritrea. JDC does not function 
in Eritera, it was reliably stated, 
But at time of going to press, 
no spokesman was available to 
say if JDC would be prepared 
to help these 200 Jews if the re- 
port of distress amongs them 
would be substantiated.

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‘Israeli Students in US ‘Lured’ by Easy Living, Want to Stay | 


HAIFA — THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION, 
the Knesset, and the public press are these days 
seriously concerned over the problem of large num- 
bers of Israeli students who go abroad—presum- 
ably to acquire higher education—and then fail to 
return to Israel. Detailed statistics are still lack- 
ing, but enough is known already 
to cause alarm. Adding to the 
complexity of the problem is the 
naivete, based on the good nature 
and kind hearts of many Ameri- 
can Jews who have unknowingly 
contributed to this serious drain 
on the young, talented manpower 
of Israel, 

With regard to statistics, the 
Minister of Education reports that 
there are now 2,046 Israeli students abroad for 
study. Of this number, 1,200 are in the United 
States, and the remainder scattered among such 
countries as Great Britain, Switzerland, France, 
Austria, Italy, Canada, etc. 

Friends abroad sometimes think that every 
student has been set by an institution of higher 
learning, or by the government, or by some other 
authoritative body. The truth is that only 14 per 
eent of these 2,046 have received government co- 
operation to the extent of an allocation of foreign 
currency. Such an allocation is at Jeast an indi-

regulations has freedom of movement in and out. 

WHY DO SO MANY ISRAELIS seek to study 
abroad? One reason, and quite a legitimate one, 
is that the course which they wish to pursue, it 
not offered at any Israeli institution. One who 
wishes to study marine architecture must go abroad, 
for example. But those who wish to study law, 
economics, Semitics, history, biology, agronomy or 
a dozen other subjects, will find’ that the Hebrew 
University offers full courses of study. Those who 
wish to study mechanical, civil or electrical engi- 
neering, chemical technology, archtecture, nuclear 
physics, or many other courses, will find them of- 
fered at the Technion, and on a high level. 

The suspicion must exist that these students 
either were unable to measure up to the high ad- 
mission standards of the Israeli institutions, or 
they have a somewhat snobbish belief that a de- 
gree from a foreign university is superior to an 
Israeli degree. 

Having gone abroad on their own initiative, 
many of these students are thereafter unable to 
make both ends meet, and find it necessary to ap- 
ply to the local Jewish community for help. There 
are always big-hearted Jews who are ready to 
pitch in and provide financial assistance, thinking 
that by so doing they are helping the state of Is- 
rael. Actually, they are in many instances re- 
warding self-seeking youth who have turned their 
backs on Israel, and this at the expense of much 


had the best of intentions when they first went 
abroad. However, after the four years of college 
have served to introduce them to the comparative 
ease and luxury of American life, after they have 
discovered how much higher salaries are in the 
United States than in Israel, and after they have 
fallen in love with and married a local girl, there- 
after entering the father’s business, they find it 
impossible to maintain their original intentions. 

Each year the Technion and the Hebrew Uni- 
versity select ouistanding post-graduate students 
who are in need of specific study abroad; they are 
sent to serve the particular academic needs of the 
institution, or possibly of a branch of the govern- 
ment, They are selected in advance because of 
their reeord, or skill or proven abilities. These are 
the ones who should be helped. If funds are to 
be made available they should be for those chosen 
by authoritative bodies, and not for individuals 
who have made their way to America purely on the 
basis of nerve or ambition. Neither is a substitute 
for academic worth. 

There are 1,000 applications for admission to 
the Technion this year. Only about 400 will be ac- 
cepted, the cream of the lot. How many of the 
remainder will next year show up in America 
claiming special privileges because they are “Is- 
raeli students?” I repeat: There are many fine 
young people who have genuinely good reasons for 
studying abroad, and they carry the credentials of

NEW YORK (NJP)—The text- 
book removed from use in his- 
tory classes in Bayonne, New 
Jersey, after a protest by the 
Ameriean Jewish Congress (NJP, 
June 14) was in reality an old 
edition that had been the subject 
of a similar protest six years ago 
by the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith, and subsequently 
revised by the publishers in a 
new printing ommitting the 
offensive pasSages, an ADL offi- 
cial said. 

ABSENCE OF liaison in the 
field between the AJ Congress 
and ADL was laid to chaotic con- 
ditions prevailing in the New 
Jersey Jewish Community coun- 
cil, which they claim is primar- 
ily used as a fund raising agency, 
instead of constituting a repre- 
sentative Jewish body.

intendent of Schools, said that he 
tried to obtain information about 
the books, “America, Heir of 
Yesterday” from the Jewish 
Community Council, but no one 
had been able to tell him any- 
thing. 

Offending passages in the orig- 
inal edition including the sen- 
tence, “The Jews urged the 
Romans to do away with Jesus” 
were revised in 1951 after a pro- 
test on a national level by ADL, 
and the book was subsequently 
cleared of all anti-Semitic con- 
tent, Nat Belth, ADL director ef 
public relations, informed The 
POST and OPINION. 

THE OFFEENDING sentence 
was changed tc read “The Roman 
rulers in Palestine also thought 
that Jesus was a trouble maker.” 

Elsewhere the revised text 
points out that the ancient He 
brews taught the world to believe 
in God. “They showed that God 
wanted people to be kindly and 
good. And that all men are 
brethren. Much that the Hebrews 
taught is part of the religion of 
most of us today.” Similarly, the 
whole book is entirely free of antt- 
Semitic content, Mr. Belth 
pointed out. 

Brown, as well as trying to 
obtain information from the Jew- 
ish Community Council, wrote 
to the publishers for a copy of 
“America, Heir of Yesterday.” 
The book he received, he told The 
POST and OPINION, contained 
the old passages complained of.

A PROBLEM IN SEMANTICS 





The NATIONAL JEWISH POST and 


Belief in God is Vital to Jewish Religion, But Not 
To ‘Judaism’ or Other Religions, Rabbi Says 


By GOLDIE SEIFER 

NEW YORK (NJP)—A Recon- 
structionist rabbi this week re- 
affirmed his belief that religion 
need not be theistic, pointing out 
however, that belief in God is an 
essential part of the Jewish re- 
Jigion. 

“No one group can claim ex- 
elusive rights to salvation,” 
Rabbi Ludwig Nadelmann, assoc!- 
ate rabbi of the Society for the 
Advancement of Judaism, told 
The POST, “for in a sense every- 
thing that spells out man’s effort 
to achieve fulfillment on the 
highest possible plane must be 
called religious. Salvation is the 
search for the goodness and 
worthwhileness of life.” 


THE QUESTION of what con- 
stitutes religion has become 
more than a philosophical issue 
as a result of the Tax Court’s re- 
cent decision denying the Ethical 
Culture Society tax exemption as 


a religious organization because 
the group does not have a be- 
lief in a Supreme Being as one 
of its major tenets. 


The American Jewish Commit- 
tee has joined with groups such 
as the American Unitarian As- 
sociation in challenging the gov- 
ernment’s right to define religion, 
while leading Conservative rab- 
bis, went a step further, positing 
that not all bona-fide religions 
are theistic. The Orthodox re- 
garded this position as anomal- 
ous, (NJP, June 7). 


The POST and OPINION 
sought amplification on this con- 
troversial issue from Rabbi 
Nadelmann, member of the edi- 
torial board of the Reconstruc- 
tionist, and colleague of Rabbi 
Mordecai Kaplan, who is vaca- 
tioning in Israel. 


The rabbi was vehement in de- 





fending a liberal interpretation 


of religion, citing Buddhism and 
Taoism, along with the Ethical 
Culture Society as religious in 
form and content, though non- 
theistic. 


RABBI NADELMANN went on 
to say that religion, broadly in- 
terpreted, can exist without a 
formal structure, that “there 
exists a religion of democracy 
in America. What is central is 
its quest for salvation. To recog- 
nize it, a religion of content. 
rather than form, means becom- 
ing keenly aware of the potential 
of democracy—so believing in 
democracy that its principles are 
accepted as natural law.” 

“Democracy is a religion uni- 
versal in content, and native in 
form. The ‘American core,’ the 
faith of America, is evolving as 
all religions have evolved, a faith 
built around the traditions, laws, 
literature, history of our land.” 





The rabbi predicted that critics 


ef this analysis might equate it 
with the “national religion” con- 
cept of Naziism and Commu- 
nism, but rejected this compari- 
son, pointing out that “Religion 
cannot work toward the exclu- 
sion of anyone. It must be con- 
ceived with the good and the 
worthwhile, Principles of Ameri- 
can democracy are universally 
aplicable, finding expression from 
the particular.” 


RABBI NADELMANN empha- 
sized that the recognition of an 
“American faith” does not con- 
flict with the doctrine of separa- 
tion of Church and State, since 
it postulates universally  ac- 
cepted democratic principles, val- 
ues ;of “godliness,” rather than 
any specific concept of a Super- 
natural diety. 

(Rabbi Nadelmann expressed 
concern as to whether a short 
news story could fairly repre- 
sent a philosophical viewpoint. 
and referred interested readers to 
Rabbi Ira Eisensteins “Judaism 
Under Freedom,” chapter 
“Toward the religion of democ- 
racy in America.’’) 

Asked where organized reblig- 
ions, and more specifically, Juda- 
ism, fit into the picture, Rabbi 
Nadelmann asserted that ‘The

US BACKS RETURN

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP)— 
Administration support for a plan 
for the return to their former 
owners of German assets seized 
by the U. S. during World War 
II has been announced by the 
White House. 

In a statement which noted 
that there wa: no legal obliga- 
tion to do this but that these 
assets should be returned “as 
en act of grace,’ the White 
House declared that “as a mat- 
ter of priority” such a plan would 
go to Congress early next ses- 
sion. (It would also provide for 
the “payment in full of all legiti- 
mate war claims of Americans

THIS IS a reversal of an ear- 
lier Administration proposal that 
would have limited the return 
of such assets only to individual 
claimants up to the amount of 
$10,000, thus forestalling claims 
by German cartels and industria- 
lists. 

The Administration statement 
explained its change of heart as 
a reflection of “the historic Amer- 
ican policy of maintaining the 
sancity of property even in war 
time .

IST rabbi recognized that the 
Jew in America is living in iwe 
civilizations. “The Jew in Amer- 
ica has two possibilities where 
principles conflict. One fs to sep- 
arate religious life from the 
mainstream of democratic prin- 
ciples. This is what the Orthodox 
do, in rejecting the equality of 
women in their religious life. 

The other alternative is to ex- 
amine conflicts, for if democracy 
is accepted as a valid premise, it 
must be introduced into religious 
forms. We are evolving our re- 
ligion, as it always had evolved 
until the Emancipation.” 

Returning to the acceptance of 
non-theistic religions, The POST 
and OPINION pointed out that 
if an organization can be relig- 
ious without premising a belief 
in God, then an individual con- 
cerned with the quest for salva- 
tion though not identified with 
any organization, must be con- 
sidered religious. 

Rabbi Nadelmann admitted the 
validity of this corollary. 


STILL FURTHER, The POST 
pressed, the Jew who identifies 
himself with the Jewish people, 
but does not believe in God, can 
also be called religious. 

Rabbi Nadelmann reiterated 
that belief in God is central to 
the Jewish religin, but said that 
Jews who did not believe in God 
as @ supernatural power, but who 
are concerned with fulfillment on 
the highest possible plane, do 
present a problem in semantics.

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THE SHELL OIL COMPANY 


Does business have ethics, or is the mighty dollar 
the factor which determines what business does? 

In the case of the Shell Oil Co., to name one of the 
companies which has just yielded to the Arab boycott, 
and is withdrawing from operations in Israel, it would seem 
that it has decided that ethics have no place in business. 

If this were a case where Israel was to blame, then 
no one could point a finger at the Shell Oil Co. and at 
British Petroleum, but the Arab boycott of Israel has been 
condemned universally and no responsible group anywhere 
condones it. 

Then the question arises as to what American Jews 
who have been Shell customers should do. Should they 
consider that an injustice has been done an innocent party 
because the dollar makes right? 

Put in this way, any American, Jew or otherwise, 
would do what was in his power to make the offending 
company recognize how unjust it has been. 


INTERFERENCE PROPER 


The view taken by Premier Ben-Gurion when he ac- 
cused the American-Jewish Committee delegation, which 
recently visited Israel, of seeking to interfere with internal 


Israeli matters (NJP, Aug. 2) is no more valid than is the’ 


position of the Committee on the same question. 

The. error lies in the false assumption that world 
Jewry has no say in internal matters in Israel. 

Naturally, these internal matters can only be changed 
by the Israelis themselves, and not by anyone outside of 
Israel, Jew or non-Jew. 

But at the same time, the views of the Jews of the 
world, as also the world at large, do affect internal matters 
in Israel. It is inevitable in any country that world pub- 
li¢ opinion must have considerable influence, and much 
more so in a country which has to live on outside assistance. 

The POST and OPINION concurs in the position the 
Committee took on the limitations against the Israeli 
Arabs. But at the same time we can’t appreciate the way 
in which the Committee brought this matter to the atten- 
tion of the public press of the world. 

In anything that happens in Israel, the Jews of the 
world have a valid interest and concern. If they did not, 
then the Israelis themselves would be the first to com- 
plain against this indifference. 


THE LIFE ARTICLE 


No doubt many of you read the article on the Jews in 
Life magazine, and you have your own reservations about 
its accuracy. 

To us, we have two criticisms, one which has te do 
with the article itself, and the other with one of the posi- 
tions taken in the article. 

The magazine editors ought to know one fact: That 
since Jews themselves are so torn in deciding what 
they are and what they feel and want, then obviously any 
articles about them, even those in Jewish publications, are 
necessarily bound to contain a large number of inaccuracies. 

When we wonder why it is that Jews are such a 
curiosity to the non-Jewish world, we have to understand 
that it is only because we are so important a minority that 
other people wonder about us. Also we must remember 
that anything that is different becomes strange and there- 
fore is the object of curiosity. ~ 

That, however, doesn’t have to make us like it. 

The second point we wish to make is where the 
article’s author places the Zionists at one extreme, the 
anti-Zionists on the other end and the non-Zionists in the 
middle. This is the apparent way it looks to someone who 
doesn’t know United States Jewry. The facts are that the 
organized Jewish community is strongly Zionist, that even 
the non-Zionists (we have pointed out recently that there 
no longer are any such and that they are merely one wing 
of Zionists) are hardly different from the Zionists, and 
that the anti-Zionists mean nothing in Jewish life—only 
the non-Jewish world ever considers them. 


THE NEW ORLEANS RULING 


WHAT HAPPENED IN NEW ORLEANS is almost 
precisely what has happened in every synagogue in the 
United States which has a history of at least 50 years. 

The fight over changes in the synagogue ritual in- 
variably erupts at one time or another in the history of 
every congregation. The fighting is hardly pleasant and 
one group suffers because of its convictions. 

The position of this paper doesn’t need repeating. We 
feel that mixed seating is inevitable in the American en- 
vironment, and the ruling of Judge Stich in the Civil Dis- 
trict Court merely delays the time when even in Chevra 
Thilim Synagogue men and women will be sitting to- 
gether at worship. 

THIS DOESN’T MEAN to say that Judge Stich’s de- 
cision was not just. He made his ruling on the basis of 
the specific facts in the case and of his understanding of 
the civil law involved. 

Both this question of mixed seating and of riding on 
the Sabbath will have to be resolved by Orthodoxy. The 
move to suburbia where families live miles away from the 
synagogue makes it self-evident that Orthodoxy either 
must give up the ghost or find some way to make it pos- 
sible for its worshippers to attend Sabbath services. 
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One of my favorites in American Jewish 
life has been Barney Alexander of Trenton. 
Unfortunately, I haven’t seen him in years, 


although we have occasion to hear from one. 


another by mail. 

This week he sent me the following let- 
ter, which he wrote to the Trenton Evening 
Times: 


Sir: We have Negro neighbors living 
right next door to us. We are very happy 
with this family. They are decent, fine law- 
abiding citizens. They have improved their 
home in every way possible and the house 
today is in much better condition than at any 
time prior to their moving in. We have an- 
other Negro family several doors away. They, 
too, have spent considerable money and time 
in improving their property. We can recom- 
mend, to homeowners throughout the city, 
neighbors of their caliber. 

No one can question the right of an in- 
dividual to purchase any home he desires, to 
live in any neighborhood of his choosing, re- 
gardless of his race, color or creed. Ali that 
his neighbors have a right to expect is that 
he be a decent, law-abiding citizen and one 
who will maintain his home in keeping with 
the neighborhood. 

To our Negro fellow-citizens, I have but 
one word of advice: “Do not permit yourself 
to be crowded into one street. You have the 
right to buy where you choose.” 

To our white fellew-citizens, I would 
like to say: “Do not be panicked into sell- 
ing. Let us, as true Americans, realize the 
right of every human being to live where he 
chooses.” 

If values should depreciate it will be 
only temporary. The manner in which we 
conduct ourselves, and our ability to live in 
harmony with all men, will eventually not 
only stop depreciation but will probably cause 
prices to rise in keeping with normal economi¢ 
conditions. 

Should real estate values drop in any 
neighbrohood, it will only be the result of 


“panic selling” and point up the fact that the 
cause is “man’s inhumanity toward man.” 
As a final word, we are not selling our 
house on Edgewood Ave. We find ourselves 
happy, comfortable and perfectly satisfied 
with our neighbors.

IN THIS SEDRA, Moses explains God’s 
purpose in subjecting the Children of Israel 
to 40 years of wilderness wandering. It was 
to teach them humility, the recognition that 


‘man does not live by bread alone and that 


no man can raise himself by his own power}; 
wm that he needs the help of a 
power not himself. Moses 
seems even to anticipate 
that Jews would become suc- 
cessful—tfanks to the very 
uses of this adversity—and 
would be inclined to boast 
that their own strength and 
ability had brought them to 
this high estate. 
There were times when 

Weinstein Moses’ homily on the need 
for man to recognize God’s silent partnership 
in all his achievements was well taken. We 
have a_ sizeable collection of ethical wills 
which attest the validity of the law-giver’s 
admonition. The will of Rabbi Leibman Ad- 
ler of KAM Temple in 1890 and the quite re- 
cent will of Rabbi Samuel Wolk of Albany 
are in direct line with the fine tradition of 
these ethical wills, wherein there ig a keen 
awareness of the spiritual wealth which, in 
God’s world, every man can inherit and leave 
richly increased to his children. 

BUT FOR THE MOST PART our times 
are not sensitive to these values. In spite of 
the insertion of “under God’ in the pledge 
of allegiance and of the recent Congressional 
bill making it mandatory on the part of the 
master of the Mint to inscribe “In God We 
Trust” on all printed currency, our genera- 
tion is not aware of God’s aid. Even though 
the Lord has at last crashed the soft money 
barrier and is emblazoned in the pastures of 
the green stuff, the wise boys, the successful 
ones, are decidedly bearish on this spiritual 
stuff, on these vague intimations that cannot 
be offered for collateral to the banker. 

OUR JEWS are just like the rest, only 
more so. Having come later to the groan- 
ing festal board and having hurdled a few 
extra obstacles, they are inclined to flex their 
muscles a bit more dramatically while saying 
with operatic gestures: “My power and the 
might of my hand hath gotten me this 
wealth.” This is all too frequently a theme 
one hears at the testimonial dinners to 
wealthy bond buyers and givers of charity. 

The arrows that fly by day and the pes- 
tilence that lurks at night are nothing to 
those wily promoters who lie in wait for 
the unsuspecting Biggie to placque him with 


a testimonial placque to his honor and the 
glory of the cause. The inscribing and the 
publie unveiling of honorific placques has 
become a major industry; but one seldom 
finds in the wording of these ornate tributes 
a recognition of God’s complicity in the rise 
of the successful donor or bond buyer. Hav- 
ing heard some of these “self-made men” so 
stridently proud of their do-it-yourself for- 
mula, I am consoled at least that the Lord 
has been made yotze—free of obligation and 
responsibility. The Rebono Shel Olam has 
enough on His shoulders! 

IN THE SEDRA, Moses reminds the peo- 
ple how he ground the Golden Calf into fine 
dust and made their fathers drink it as an 
ordeal of adultery. This was supposed to 
cure them of their lust for idolatry. Per- 
haps like Strontium 90, the radiation from 
the gold dust particles has entered the mar- 
row of the descendants of the generation of 
the wilderness and made them spiritually 
anemic. 

It is good, in these money-mad days, to 
contemplate the shrewd: observation of the 
landsman who, having just paid $300‘a day 
for a suite in a Miami hotel and $75 a day 
for his cabana, smelt the honeysuckle laden 
breeze and looked upon the fair sky and ex- 
claimed: “Who needs money?” In a mar- 
ket-oriented society, where every man has a 
price tag and where the species homo sapiens 
is divided into categories of income brackets, 
and where the contented cows of Bashan say 
unto their Lords—go, get, that we may eat 
caviar and wear sables, it is important to re 
member the ancient wisdom: “That man 
doth not live by bread only, but by every- 
thing that proceedeth out of the mouth of 
the Lord, doth man live.” 
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Rabbi Can't Belong to Both 
Conservative, Reform Groups 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
The article in The POST 


(7/26) “Reform Rabbis Seek to 
Oust Member Who Is Also in 
Conservative Group,’ is interest- 
ing because it is very rare for a 
Reform rabbi to make a blanket 
indictment of the Conservative. 

Although I am neither Reform 
nor Conservative in my ideol- 
ogies, I still want to commend 
the CCAR for seeking to oust 
the rabbi in question. 

What are the differences be- 
tween the Conservative and Re- 
form? 


OFFICIALLY THE Conserva- 
tive movement in Judaism still 
considers sacred, the Sabbath, the 
Holydays, the Covenant of 
Abraham, Kashrus, and the Jew- 
fish (Get) divorce: In the Con- 
servative synagogues (with few 
exceptions) an organ and a Nnon-

In the Reform movement 
hardly any of these fitndamen- 
tals and pilars of Judaims are 
considered sacred any more, and 
have long ago been sidetracked. 

No one ever heard of a Uni- 
tarian Minister joining a Prot- 
estant, Methodist, Baptist or any 
denominational organization of 
preachers while belonging to an- 
other. The same is true of 
citizenship, one cannot be a cit- 
izen of two countries at one and 
the same time. 


THEREFORE, why = should 
Jewish so-called rabbis be so lack- 
ing in faith and devotion to the 
ideologies and principles of their 
own organization and movement 
by joining another without re- 
signing from the first? There-

Despite Neuberger: Israeli

THE OPPOSITION of Sen. 
Richard Neuberger to Jewish pa- 
rochial schools may be well 
meant, but is thoroughly  ill- 
considered.

During my youth in 
Germany, I went for some time 
to a general primary school, then 
to a Jewish primary school—and, 
as we did not have a Jewish sec- 
ondary school in our town, I 
went to a non-Jewish secondary 
school. 


The only really important 
grounding in Jewish knowledge, 
beliefs and practices outside the 
parental home was given at the 
Jewish “parochial” school. The

The fact is 
that for the past seven years 
there has been in existence an 
American Committee for a Cen- 
tral Library for the Blind in Is- 
rael, composed of businessmen 
and educators. This Committee 
has sent over to Israel a total of 
72 volumes of Hebrew Braille, 
transcribed by volunteers espec- 
ially trained for this purpose by 
the undersigned. These volumes 
includeq novels, essays, poetry 
and textbooks. The latest volume 
to be sent is Simon Halkin’s trans- 
lation of Walt Whitman’s “Leaves 





of Grass.” In addition, we have 


‘ 


shipped 8,000 sheets of Braille 
transcribing paper, as well as 
slates, styli and other materials. 
And more of these materials are 
available, 

WE HAVE also pioneered in 
the field of Hebrew talking 
books, So far, we have produced 
some 25 books containing a total 
of 600 individual records, each in 
10 copies. The titles include parts 
of the Bible, the elassics, novels, 
short stories and general and 
Jewish history textbooks. The Li- 

ry has also received from us 
25 playback machines (phono- 
graphs) especially built to our 
specifications, 


We are now in the process of 
expanding our production of ma- 
terials for the benefit of the 
Library for the Blind in Israel.
